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It is not requifite to premife here- 
that, in order to enfure the maturity 
of this good fruit, every child thould 
receive iufficient learning to enable 
him to read the Teftament and 
Prayer-Book *, fo bappily expe- 
rienced” in many, if not all, ‘the 
Sunday fchools, but almoft 

in workhoufes, poor- 
hionfes, and bridewells. 

It is of the greateft importance, 
therefore, to appoint judicious 
eburch wardens, overfeers, and ftew- 
ards, to parochial eftablithments ; 
but, however refpeétable their rank 
and charaéter may be, fome of the 

incipal parifhioners thould be con- 
Rituted into a Committee, two of 
whom fhould daily vifit the work- 
houfe, examine the ftate of it, and 
enter their remarks into a book, 
which fhould be laid before every 
veftry, where the clergyman is fup- 
pofed to prefide. ; 

The female fex is now, honou- 
rably to their eharatter, ditpofed to 
vifit and affift the poor; and in 
every parifh fome judicious ladies 
fhould be requefted to vifit their 
own fex, as well as the children of 
both fexes, whofe advice might be 
highly ufeful in duggetting and pro- 
moting the loyments proper for 
the women ard children. 

It is not ‘prefumed that the cler- 
gyman or ctirate fhould daily offi- 
ciate in the workhoufe; buat the 
performance of religious duties once 
a week ouly, may in fome meature 
be compenfated by the attention of 
the churchwardens, overfeers, or 
fteward ; for not a fingle day fhould 
elapfe without the performance of 
morning and evening prayers. To 
promote and habituate religions ex- 
ercifes more individually, the chil- 
dren of cach fex might be formed 
jnto.claffes, and the mofl fteady of 
each felected toread prayersaudibly, 
but ever with the mot ttri& obferv-

On a free-ftone flab, ‘about fix feet 
by fouy, inthe centre of the floor of 
the Chancel, is cut a-crofé, as in fig.

The filver Chalice, or Communion 
cup, is of the thape here reprefented, 
Jig. 6 ; and on the top of the cover is 
engraved 1573, which, for the fake 
of perfpicuitv, I have placed on the 
fide of the drawiug. 

In the upper flory of the tower are 
three bells p anarses Ae weight, and on 
the Jargeft is an infcription in aotient 
chara¢ters ; but, it being towards even- 
ing when [ paid my vifit to this irons 
— mouitor, it begame impraéti- 
cable to decipher the purport of the 
motto. 

The’ vefiry-room is entered by a 
fmall door from the Chancel, and is 
furnifhed with benches on three fides 
thereof, with a large cheft for the pa- 
rith reeords, &c. placed in the midit, 
which anfwers the purpofé of a tabla 
I was forry to fee the roof and win- 
dows of this room in fo bad a fiate of 
repair; the tiling being gone from fome 
— expofed this venerable |litie 

nfiftory to the inclemency of the 
weather. The roof and windows of the 
Church and Chancel alfo are in a fad 
fiate of repair ; ene window jn parti- 
cular on the North fide of the Chancel 
I obferved to be much broken, and 
where the glafs was wanting, its place 
fupplied by bundles of hay. It is

Some of the in this ehurch- 
yard are furrou with edging-{tones, 
and planted with rofemary, ms pow 
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and other aromatic plants, as is cuf- 
tomary in fome of the church-yards of 
the oppofite coaft of Wales: Round 
about the church and church-yard, I 
obferved the herb fennel growing in 
profufion ; whether planted there to 
upply the parifhioners with that fa- 
voury fauce to their fifh, or for what’ 
other purpofe, I cannot fay. 

Near the Chancel door is part of a 
fone column, curtailed of its top, and 
flanding on a fquare pedeftal, now 
nearly buried in the earth. Whether 
this be the remains of a crofs (which 
is very probable), or of fome monu- 
ment, I could not difcover. ie 

Wefion-fuper-Mare is a reftory of 
about 150/. per annum, and the pre- 
fent incumbent is the Rev. — Draper. 

On the door of a fitherman’s cottage 
at this village is ent the reprefentation 
of a fith called a Flook,, canght fome 
years ago in the Bay of Wetton; it 
meafured two feet two inches in length, 
and fifteen inches and half in breadth. 

This village is much frequented of 
late in the Saunmmer and Autumn for 
the benefit ef fra air and bathing; fe-

compis, and to os deficiencies. 
Men not remarkable for of 
mind, and not underftanding that a 
Diary, to be ufeful, ought to compre- 
hend what in the mind rather 
than in the no hw: dwelt, with 
a ferupulous of chronology, 
on births and chrifienings, on wa 
dings and illneffes; on repairs of houfes 
and improvements of land, and on 
bargains with landlords and cuflomers, 

Even AsuMote, a name highly to 
be refpected, condefcends to tell us 
when Joan Morgan, his maid, died 
of the fimall-pox, when his wife 
quickened, and when he difcharged” 
his man Hobs. He never appears to 
have perceived of how little import- 
ance it was for himfelf to recolleét, or 
for others to be told, how often he was 
troubled with the tooth-ach, or took a 
purge; how ofien he bled with leeches, 
and what was the confequence of his 
rubbing the fkin nearhis ramp. Yet 
while I fele& thefe unneceflaries from 
his Diary, let it not be concealed that 
there is one i/em which iny fellow-citi- 
zens have probably read with more in- 
Yereft, pid from which a caution may 
be deduced which will feldom be 
neglected. I allude to his having 
«* fallen ill of a furfeit occafioned by 
drinking water after venifon !” 

With the exception of this very 
ufeful hint, which, however the ad- 
vanced flate of dinner-knowledge now 
renders unneceffary, it is evident, that 
a disry of fuch materials as above 
might be extended to many folios, 
without anfwering any valuable pur- 
pofe. Men feldom grow wifer by be- 
ing reminded when they parted with a 
tooth, or difcharged a fervant; when 
oe contrafed to build a flable, of 
took pills to procure a fweat. When 
a man marries a~fecond wife, he is in 
No great danger of forgetting that he 
buried the firft; and if muft be fome- 
what mortifying to him who wihes to 
review the progrefs of his life, that 
his Journal enables him only to reco- 
ver the dates of a jaunt, or the items 
of a tayern-bill; the age of his wine, 
or the ficknefs of his horfe. And if 
fuch cireumfances are of little confe- 
quence to the recorder of them, what 
Coa expel to poicds toch fymmpathet 
can to e vm etre 
tendepnefs, as ‘to feel much Pnaiety 
about @ neighbonr of whom they 
know nothing bat the cheenoe of 
his govg or his rheutnatiim: ft left 
cai they be detirows to know sae 
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paid vifits or bills, when he let blood, 
or tenements. 

I have been led into thefe remarks 
by lately picking up, on a flall near 
Smithfield, a Diary of a very fingular- 
kind, in which the writer’s mind was 
firongly, and in many refpeéis pro- 

ly, imbued with a fenfe of ‘religion. 
Bat the chief pyrpole, if I miflake 
not, of this Diary, was fuch a review 
of his mind, as might enable him to 
conquer two propenfities very predo- 
minant. bes one was a temper not 
of the moft placid kind ; the other, an 
inclination to enjoy the pleafures of 
the table confiderably beyond the 
bounds of temperance and fobriety. 
The whole forms one of -the mof 
candid expofures of a mind conti- 
nually at variance with itfelf, and for 
a long feries of years forming, in vain, 
refolutions of amendment, which men 
of different habits would think it ver 
eafy to keep. This Diary, or Josteal, 
was publifhed in 1776, a few months 
after the death of the author, Dr. 
Rutty, an eminent phyfician in Dub- 
lin, and the writer of fome books of 

reat reputation, on medical fubjects, 
lt confilis of wo thick volumes, from 
which I thal! extract a few paflages, 
not folely for the amufement of my 
readers, but by way of fuggefling, that 
Diaries, written with equal fimplicity 
and candour, might perhaps be of 
confiderable ufe to the writer.

There is alfo a gardener's calendar 
interperfed in the work, under the re- 
fpeGive months, which is chiefly 
taken from Evelyn and Mortimer. 

Very litile of this work appears to be 
his own; and he mentions in his pre- 
face, from: whom he has borrowed, as 
Bradley, Mortimer, Laurence, Swit- 
zer, Collins, and Cook. In the work 
he allo mentions manv gihers; as 
Evelyn, Ray, Dverham, Bovle, Whit- 
mill, Grew, London, and Wife; and 
fome foreign authors, as Dr. Agricola, 
M. Liger, Tournefort, M. Le Cour, 
Quintinge, Gentil, &c. 

In fhori, the work confifis of ex- 
tracts from thefe authors, arranged in 
alphabetical order; and feven years 
afierwards, in 1781, it increafed to 
his folio di€tionary, publithed in 1731, 
and exteuded to the eighth ediion 
in 1768. 

His Calendar appeared in 8vo in 
1731, and 1783; a feparatework, price 4s. 

Bradley is the author from whom 
he has taken the mofl, and there is 
fearcely a page bus his name is men- 
tioned. , 

It is rather extraordinary, that until 
laft year (1804), I vever faw nor hestd 
of this work, when a friend thewed_ it 
to me, and I have fince feen it in 
Lackingion’s Catalogue.

After a futtable introdudion, he men- 
tioned perlonal, family, and religious 
endowments, as fubjeéls demanding 
h»bitual thank fgiving. Many nationa 
mercies toward this ifland. were men- 
tioned, and efpecially the repeated dan- 
vers we haye efcaped’ fince the com- 
mencement of the French revolatjsn ; 
all demanding Engfifimen to exhort 
each other to * Rejoice in the Lerd 
alway.” The Preacher then adapted 
the feeond claufe of tire text to the 
defien of the dav. In uiifon with 
the King’s Proclamation, he exhorted 
his hearers ‘* agaiz" to rejoice; as ¢/- 
pecial mercies from God demanded ¢/ 
pecial’ acknowledgments from man, 
Here he entered into the fubjedis of 
joy connected with the oecafian ; fuch 
as the dtminztion of out enemy's pow- 
ers, himfelf being the jndge, who, 
for once, honeflly declared his Wants, 
to be ** fhips, colonies, and coms 
merce,” Lefore he knew, that 23 line 
of Latile fhips were to be torn from 
him; and that-our havy would be in-

The dead, from their water 
graves, feem to call upon you with 
an imperious voice, to fuccour thefe, 
who befide God, and the benevolent, 
hate no other helper! While he en- 
couraged his auditors to go home and 
ext their bread with gladnefs, he 
warned them, not to do this, until 
they had left fome pecuniary provifion 
behind, for fome widow or orphan, 
who, without fuch affiftance, migh 
foon be reacy to perifh, Afier othes 
fimilar arguments, the Preacher con- 
cluded with the words of the Prophet 
(Ifaiah lviii. 7—10), applying it ag 
much to a day of Thank(giving, as 
toaday of Fafling.

of an excellent artilt might here pro- 
duce fome beautiful views in various 
ris of this enchanting fpot, being 
equally deferving the attention of the 
traveller with the former. I was alo 
extremely oo to auicud Divine 
Service at Ripou Minfler < the fervice 
is performed in a very grand fiyle, the

Being a tender plan’, we fel- 
dom fow it till the middle of May, 
but on any ground, or after any other 
grain: it grows very rapil, and 
branches with great luxuriunee ; it 
begins to bloffom almolt as foon as 
out of the ground, and continues to 
do fo till wearly ripe. In times of 
Kareity, or when wheat is dear, iis 
cultivation muft be exceedingly bene- 
ficial. It appears 10 me to be equally 
as wholefome as other wheat, and 
exatily fimilar in tafe; and as it cer- 
tainly may be cultivated at lefs ex- 
, and produces fo abundanily, 
ak be P afforded at the price 
per bufbel of oas.

mitted to you a fhort account of the 
diftovery of fome Roman Coins at 
Middle ‘Cihinnock, in the county of 
Somerfet. In the courfe of the lat 
Spring, as a poor woman, the wife of 
2 hime-buroer, was getting lime-flones 
ma newly fieid, adjoining 
to the turnpi from Yeovil to 
Srewkherne, fhe met with a number 


of human bones and fragments of 
coarfe pottery. From this circum- 
fiance the was led tw turn up the earth 
about a fpade’s depth, when the fouad 
two fimall pots of coarfe black ware, 
which .contained together about 4000 
coins of different Rowan Eanperors. 
1 paifed through the parith a few days 
afier the difcovery, and coaverfed with 
the poor woman, but fhe had then 
eithér fold or given away her whole , 
collection. | have fince fen between 
two and three hundred of the coins 
which ‘had fallen into the hands of 
different perfons in the neighbour 
hood. Thefe were of little or no va- 
lue, being chiefly of the tyrants who 
liarved the people in the Wei under 
Gallienus, Clan tiosGoth, and Aurelian, 
ota very {mall fize, of very baie cop- 
per, and in general in bad _preferva- 
tion. f have met with none but what 
are, I believe, very common. 
greatefi number were of Gallienus, 
Pofihumns, Viciorinus, Tetricus Au- 
guftus, Tetricus Celar, and Clau- 
dius; a few of Quiotillus, and others 
fo corroded that it was impofithle ta 
afcertain to whom they belonged. 
There were alfe, Tam told, afew coias 
ota larger frze; 1 imagiye, from the de- 
feription, of middle brafs, but | have not 
met with any of thefe; and fome what 
Mr. Pinkerton calls denarii zrei; L 
nave two of the latier, well executed, 
in very good pretirvaion.

Earl Godwyn 
held it; it was then affefled at 41 
hides ; it is now not rated, becaufe it 
was always éxempt from the land-tax :

to hunt the buck, doe, fox, hare, or 
any other wild beaft, in any of thefe 
lands. Being long in this family it 
had the name given it of Hunt Pier- 
point. John de Warren, earl of 
Sufrey, procured a fair yearly, to be 
held here on the feaft of St. Law- 
rence, Auguft 10, 6 Edward Ill. 
In the year 1635 this manor was in 
poffeffion of George Goring, whofe 
feat was at Dauny in this parifh: af- 
terwards it belonged to the family of 
the Shaws, of Eltham in Kent, who 
held it, together with the advowfon of 
the church, for many generations.

memory of a Mrs. Thorpe, deleended 
from the antiewt family of the Cul- 
peppers, with many quarterings of 
arms; likewife a very antient figure of 
a nian in complete armour, ling upon 
a tomb furrounded by iron’ railing. 
When Sir W. Burrell vifited this 
Church fome ' years ego, he was 
anxious to know thé name and rank ' 
of the warrior who was depofited in 
the tomb; in confeqhénce of which 
fome boards,. &c. that were placed be- 
fore it were removed by his. orders; 
when three fhields were difcovered 
upon one fide of the tomb; but unfor- 
tunately, to the great. difapyointment of 
that eminent Antiquary, the arms 
and colours were fo entirely defaced, 
that uothing ould be difcovered ‘of 
what family he was. There is alfo 
another fione figure of a warrior lying 
crofs-legged, under an arch in the 
chancel, which Sir W. Burrell judged 
by his appearance to have been a 
knight templar. I regret that } have 
not time at prefent to tranfcribe the 
epitaphs on the monuments; and only 
beg leave to add, that the Church isa 
fe&tory in the diocefe of Chichetier, 
and archdeaconry of Lewes, was dédi- 
cated to St. Laurence, and eharged in 
the King’s books.at !52.

together; and (as appears by the 
Epifcopal egiliers) at dates many 
years antecedent to the time when 
Fach Rector or Vicar was prelented 19 
the benefice. 

Our Parochial Regiliers are in many 
inflances now kept by Parith-Clerks, 
who can neither. write legibly, nor

foll-grown poplar, with proinberant 


sings on the bark at equal dilianees, 
role no branches bu: at the head, 
it ipreade itfelf, and to them is 
fufpended the fruit or nat of the 
Areka, erroneoufly terme: Beetle-nut, 
erivéloped in an outward coating of 
numerous filaments, confifting iw fize 
eboyt an Engfith Walnut, but more 
conical : this hufk is not unlike in its 
firudiure to the rind of a cocoa-nut, 
but more foft and pliable. I imagine 
it is either in quantity infufficient, or 
there is a fiiceedanewin in the bark of 
other trees which is more profitable 
jn copveriing it into paper, which the 
Chit oe agh ae led every 
fpecies cort vegetable.

But the calour of this nut is only im 
parted in its green flate ; when it be- 
comes hardened, it neither will difelof 
this valuable property to aqueous, {pi- 
rituous, or oily menfirua; and no 
means which | have as yet been made 
acquainted with are capable of fuceefs. 
I have heard of its being infufed after 
levigation in fpirits, and adting as a 
great corroborator of the flomach, and 
facilitating digeftion. As a fivptie 
medicine it may not be inferior to the 
beft Peruvian bark; it is perfeéily 
tafielefs, otherwife than. the aromatie 
effluvia which arifes after it is chewed. 
From the cireumftance of the Bete] 
growing round the Areka tree, we 
may attribute the caufe of the leaf of 
this vine being wrapped and chewed 
together with the Areka nat, as if Na- 
ture indicated the propriety of blend-

Upon green growing herbs and flowers,

of this dreary chafm, an_ ifolated 
fpire of rock, inveficd on all fides with 
foliage of the livelieft verdure, flood 
like a tower. This is the Cafile Crags 
which the Antiquariés dignify with 
the honours of a Roman Fon. Of 
this, if it ever exified, Time has lon 
fopped the foundation, and difper 
the Tuins; but its muffled pediment 
has not denied a refuge to the later 
ficrity of the Roman Eagle. De- 
ferading to join the road, we climbed 
Cafilehead, a prettily wifted hill about 
fialf a mile diftant ftom Cockthot. 
This is a moft commanding evinence,

The chara@er of this famous ‘fall 
(the Niagara of England) varies with 
the feafon, as might be expetied from 
the nature of its refources: the cataract, 
which during the floods rolls with un- 
interrupted volume and impetuous ve- 
locity, and fhakes the mountains with 
its rebound, dwindles in the drought 
of fummer inte a thoufand liule rills, 
babbling im the hallows moulded by 
their continued eddy, or freting to 
find a paffage between the fpiculi that 
fiart from the r bofum of the 
rock ; thefe at length join, and, as if 
impatient of delay, wind off into a 
fmooth rivulet on its journey to the 
Lake. The variegated tints of the fo- 
liage, and the raimbow lufire of the 
tremulous fpray, glifiening in the Sun’s 
beams, contribute to the {plendour of 
the {cene. 

We proceeded (the found of the 
torrent fiill. vibrati in our ears) 
through the villages of High and Low 
Lodore. A grey-headed man, bent 
with age and its infirmities, feebly 
opened a gate, and implored our cha- 
rity. We were furprized hey that

What is thus called was a night- 
ftool, inclefed in a box as defcribed, 
applied te the ule of thofe whole age 
or infirmity difqualified them from 
going down flairs. The room was 
exclufively appropriated to men (mofily 
old and infirm); only one woman, 
the wife of one of the paupers, who 
aéted as nurfe, being ih it ; ‘fo that the 
alledged indecency, as to the feparation 
of the fexes, is groundlefs. 

** The paupers ate, drank, ard flept 
on their beds, having no other room to 
live in.” 

This flatement is generally corre ; 
and the Guardians, lamenting the i 
coarenience, have provided accom. 
modations in the new houfe, to prevent 
it in future. 

“* The floors, from their filthy ftate, 
could not have been fwept for a long 
timte.” 

The room has been three times 
white-wathed in the preceding twelve 
months; the laft time only two 
months prior to James Neild’s vifit; 
it was {wept every morning, the floor 
wafhed at leaft onte a week, and the 
fiairs and patlages throughout the houfe 
every morning. 

“*'The windows and ¢afements fmall, 
the latter all broke, the windows dirty 
and almoft covered with cobwebs.” 

This réprefentation gy pr to me, 
on going to the room, fo void of fad, 
that I employed an ingevious and re- 
{péciable Archite& to meafure the win- 
dows ; and he reports: 

«« There are 10. windows, feven of 
which are eight feet nine inches long, 
and four feet hich ; two five feet nine 
inches long, and four feet nine inches 
high; one four feet nine inches 
fyuare ; the whole equal to 3°2 feet 
fwperficial; im the 10 windows 22 
cafements, equal to 71 feet fuperficial ; 
in one of the windows feveral of the 
fmall quarries were broken and the 
lead burft; in foime others thete were 
here and there a quarry (about two

article efcaped my recolleGion particu- 
larly to examine; I muit have been 
firuck by it had it been very obvious, 
which, ‘in two months from the time 
of white-walhing, is y pollible.” 

« There was a leaden fink in the room, 
down which was conftantly thrown every 
{pecies of filth.” 

There is not (or was) any fink 
whatever in the room. So much for 
the room that forms the grand ground 
of indi¢tment. James Neild proceeds 
tofay: 

** Every other room was equally filthy 
as the one defcribed, and from the fame 
caufe, offenfive privies.” 


Tliere are upwards of 30 rooms, 
out of which 1 am affured, James 
Neild only vifited feven o eight: in 
only four or five rooms the paupers 
whofe circumfances required it were 
accommodated with night-fiools. There 
were no erecliens that could warrant 
the other term. 


“ The beds contained two and very 
frequently three petfons each, but in one 
there was a family of feven.” 

The rooms here deféribed had on 
each fide a range of inclofed aud fepa- 
rate clofets for the convenience of a 
family being together. The family of 
feven, alluded te, did not lodge in one 
bed; Sufan Edwards, the mother, 
told me that the eldeft, a daughter 
aged 11, lodged in the girls’ room; 
two, aged nine and fix, in acrib by her 
hed-fide ; three, aged four, three, and 
aes with her in the bed: the clofet, 

ough a {mall apartment, was lar 
dabogh for a bed, and then a (pase 
for a chait and table, round which the 
children could all colle& upon occa fiot's 
that required it. 

I new come to the boys’ room ; 
which being now empty, I can only 
fiate, that Tam well affured the vef- 
fels: deferibed were every morning 
emptied and cleaned, and that the 
floor under the par bed deferihed 
was fo frequently wathed, as to render 
a putrid accumulation impoffible.

The circulating-libraries and reading- 
rooms in every market-town degrade us 
by the impertinence and abufe of Curi- 
oly. They peifon our leifure-hours 


ithout i i and intro- 
without improving them, — 
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duce negligent fyfiems of Religion and 
Morality, compared to which the for- 
mal {yftems of Antiquity, whether Pa- 
pifts or Puritans, were the firidinefs and 
care of religious parents. 

In the curious narrative of the lives 
and deaths of the wo Earls of Suffolk, 
half-brothers of Lody Eleanor Bean- 
don, preferved among the neglected 
and mouldering evidences of the family 
in Skipton calile, Dr. W. underftands 
“hearing Carr, that mofi learned man, 
who read P!zto in Greek,” of Curke 
le@uring upon Plato in Greek. (p. 237.) 
We rather believe he read a patfage in 
the original Greek, which /eclure both 
the brothers did tranflate into Latiu or 
Englith.. Of the celebrated family- 
picture of the Cliffords in Skipton caf- 
tle are engraved the whole-leugths of 
George Earl of Cumberland and his 
lady, Margaret Roffell, with their two 
fons, Francis and Robert, Lady Mar- 
garet Clifford, Counefs of Derby, aud 
Lady Anne Ci:fford, Countefs of Pew- 
broke. ‘The oiner portrats could not 
be redueed, Sevecal letiers of the Earl, 
who was lord high admiral ‘of Eng- 
Jand, and a difpatch reluing to the 
Spanifh Armada, are next given, and 
his complimentary addreis to Queen 
Elizabeth, 1600, “ the faireft of all la- 
dies, Cynthia's brightnels,” &c. whe 
had now attained to her 67th year. 

«The modern reader, who has form- 
ed his opinion of James the Firft from 
Whig writers, will do well to weigh 
this telimony from a contemporary 
and excellent judge, given in ci:cum- 
flances when there was no temptation 
to flatrer. James was thoughiefs and 
profufe, but generally well-meaning ; 
and it would become poflerity to re- 
flect at what time the Biclith nation 
enjoyed more uninterrupted happinels 
thau under the reign of a monarch 
whom they uorealonably con:emn br- 
caufe he refufed to facrfice that’ hap- 
pinefS at the bloody aliar of military

Gexr. Mac. Decemler, 1805. 
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After the epifiolary correfpondence 
of the Cliffords, to the middle of the 
feventeenth ceniury, follows their do- 
metic cecqnomy, from their own ac 
count-hocks. ® Of thefe Thave feen 
four, all moderate-fized folios, fir the 
years 1606, 1684, 1037, 1638, and part 
of the year following. A: the date of 
the firtt ef them, the rental of the Cra- 
ven and Londfborough efiates was lit- 
tle more than 20001. per annum. Wefl« 
moreland was iu jointere to the Dowa- 
ger Coumets. Yet the expendiure of 
this veat was no lefS than 7QQU1. But 
in this ate included a confiderable pars 
of Earl George's funeral expences, to 
gether with his debrs, which the fourth 
Earl geveroufly took upon himfelf, 
They did not, however, much exceed 
7001. ; for, when this nobleman’s cre- 
ditors grew importunate, he chofe ra- 
ther to fell than morigage. His maxim 
feems to have been that of Perfius ; 

— Nunc et de cefpite vivo 
Frange aliquid. 
In the following years the family exe 
pences are redu to little more than 
30001. a fum fill exceeding the in- 
come; to meet which there ts a regu- 
lar title under the receipts, ‘for lande 
fold.” After all, their tradefmen’s bills 
were ill paid; but the family, though 
impradent, were confeientious, and 
generally allowed an interett of ten pet 
cent, afier the firft year. It would be 
well if debtors of the fame rank, at 
prefent, would allow their tradefmen 
half that fum. The fplendor of their 
eftablifhinent does not account for fo 
much wafte.. The houlehold of Skip- 
ton cafile confified of about thir.y two 
fervants, who, with ceconomy, might 
ther have been fupported on much lef 
than even 10001. perannem., But the 
great confumption of money was ‘in 
wines, journeys, cloaths, prefents, and 
tobacco. With relpect to tbe firk, 
they drank fuch quantities of cinret, 
fack, and mufcacine, that L. fupyote 
the upper fervants muft hare thared 
with them in the fiefiat leat. Spiri- 
tuous liquors, fo lar as I remember, 
are never neentiotied but once, where 
there isa fall payment for aqua-vitz, 
Their journeys were very expentive, for 
they were never at reft in any one 
rlace—London, Newcafile, Scotl md, 
PB rougghaun, Grafion, kept the ‘young 
lord perpetaally’ in “motion. Thee 
cloathing was hecomingly magnificem ; 
a Gingle fuit for Lord Clifford colt 491. 
, ' equa 
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mal, perhaps, to 2001, at prefent; 
oof att Lad Dungarvan’s cabal 
«my old lord’ had a black fuit of fi- 
gured fatten, which coft gl. 15s. A 
tingle pair of feal-fkin gleves colt 20s. 
Sleeping-gloves of an ivferior price are 
eusinioned, probably to whiten the 
hands. ‘Fhe laft heavv article of ex- 
pence was tobacco, of which the finelt 
fort coit 18s. per pound, and an infe- 
tior kind 12s. A fingle bill for this 
article amounted to 361. 7s. 8d.” (p. 
274.) ‘To captayne Robinfon by my 
lo, com’ds for writing letters of news 
to his I’p for a half year, 51," ** Before 
the introdudion of printed news-pa- 

rs it appears that the great bassibies 

ad a fort of gazetteers in London, 
who tranfinitted to them the news of 
the day in writtert letters; but the 
praclice was continued by this family 
till 1687.” (p. 276.) ‘When Earl 
Francis went to Skipton church, a dole 
was didributed te che poor. This duty 
he did not omit when 86, and in the 
feverefi weather, though he had a cha- 
pel within the cafile. The public ex- 
ercifes of religion were then counte- 
nanced by the prefence of the great. 
Alas! how changed, low fallen now !” 
(p. 277-) 

We mufi find room for the charac- 
ter af Anne heirefs of the Cliffords : 

«< She was one of the mioft illuftrious 
women of her own or of any age. By the 
bieffing of a religious education, and the 
example of an excellent mother, fhe im- 
bibed in childhood thofe principles which, 
in middle-life, preferved her untainted 
from the profligacy of one hufband and 
the fanaticifm of another; and, after her 
deliverance from both, conduéted her to 
the clofe of a long life in the uniform ex- 
ercife of every virtue which became her 
fex, her rank, and her Chriftian profef- 
fion. She had all the courage and libe- 
rality of the other fex, united to all the 
devotion, order, and cesonomy (perhaps 
mot all the foftnefs) of her own. She was 
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the oldeft but moft independent courtier 
in the kingdom ; had known and admired 
Queen Elizabeth ; had refafed what the 
deemed an iniquitous award of King 
James; rebuilt her difmantled caftles, in 
defiance of Cromwell ; and repelled, with 
difdain, the iuterpofition of a profligate 
minifter under. Charles the Second. In 
her fecond widowhood, and as foon as the 
iniquity of the- times would permit, her 
genius began te expand itfelf. Her fir 
hufband was, like all the Buckhurfts, a 
man of fenfe and fpirit, but of licentious 
morals ; her fecond was the illiterate and 
defpicable tool of a party which the de- 
fpifed*. Accordingly, we find her com- 
plaining that the bowers of Knoll in 
Kent, and of Wilton in Wiltthire, had 
been to her no better than the painted 
abodes of forrow. Yet, perhaps, if there 
were a failing point about her charaéter, 
it was that fhe loved indepéndence, and 
even authority, too well fora wife. But 
the time now came when every impedi- 
ment was to be removed; and, with two 
rich jointures added to her paternal inhe- 
ritance, fhe withdrew inte the North, and 
fet about her great work of ‘repairing the 
breach, and reftoring the paths to dwell 
in.’ Six of the houfes of her anceftors 
were in ruins +; the chusch of Skipton, 
in confequence of the damage it had fuf- 
tained during the fiege of the caftle, was 
in little better condition; but her unex- 
penfive though magnificent habits, the 
integrity and ceconomy of her agents, 
and, above all, her own perfonal infpec- 
tion, enabled her, in a fhort time, to re- 
move every veftige of devaftation which 
the civil wars had left. Thefe great works 
fhe was not backward to commemorate, 
Moft of her ereétions bore, mutatis mu~ 
tandis, the fame infcription ; and perhaps 
there is no Englifh character fo frequently 
and fo copioufly recorded in ftone and 
marble as the Countefs of Pembroke. An 
early tafte for poetry and hiftory was in- 
ftilled into her by her tutor? Daniel, 
who was eminent in both. Thefe fervices 
fhe repaid by an epitaph, in which her 
own name, as ufual, is not forzotten. She

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erefted the monument of Spenfer* in 
Weftminfter abbey, and that of her fa- 
ther at Skipton (where fhe reinfcribed the 
tomb of the firft and fecond Ear) of Cum- 
berland), together with a ftatue of her 
beloved mother at Appleby. It is ftill 
more to her honour that fhe patronized 
the Poets of her youth, and the diftrefled 
Loyalifts of he? maturer age; that the en- 
abled her aged fervants to end their lives 
in eafe and independence; and, above all, 
that fie educated and portioned the ille- 
gitimate children of her firft hufband the 
Earl of Dorfet. Removing from caftle to 
caftle, the diffufed plenty and happinefs 
around her, by confuming on the fpot the 
produce of her vaft domains in hofpitality 
and charity. Equally remote from the un- 
diftinguifhing profufion ef antient times, 
and the parfimonious elegance of modern 
habits, her houfe was a fchool for the 
young, and a retreat for the aged, an 
afylum for the perfecuted, a college for 
the l¢arned, and a pattern for all. The 
favourite authors of her early days may 
be conjeGtured from the library depiéted 
on her great family portrait. When her 
eyes began to fail, fhe employed a reader, 
who marked on every volume or pam- 
phlet the day when he began and ended 
his tafk. Many books fo noted yet remain 
in the evidence-room at Skipton. Inge- 
nuous curiofity, and perhaps too the ne- 
ceflary inveftigation of her claims to the 
baronies of the family, led her to compile 
their hiftory, an induftrious and diffufe, 
net always an accurate work, in which 
mere perhaps might have been expected 
from the affiftance of Sir Matthew Hale, 
who, theugh a languid writer, was a man 
of great acutenels and comprchenfion. 
Her life was extended, by the efpecig] 
bleffing of Providence, frequently beftow- 
ed on eminently-virtuous characters, to a 
period beyond which fhe could no longer 
hope to enjoy herfelf, or be ufeful to 
others; and fhe died March 22, 1675, 
aged 87. Her perfon was tall and up- 
right; her drefs, after the refided in the 
North, ufually of black ferge; her fea- 
tures more expreffive of firmnefs than be- 
nignity. The principles of phyfiognomy 
are certainly fallacious; for no one who 
ever faw the piéture of Lady Pembroke, 
without knowing whom it reprefented, 
would fuppofe it te have bcen meant for 
a beneficent and amiable woman. Ajar- 
guret Countefs of Cumberland having died

Probably the Earl of Camber 
thought it might be of ufe as a tempo- 
rary retreat for himélelf, or a refidence 
for his bailifis. Here too the secords 
of the priory were kept; and in the 
fame repofitory many of the evidences 
of the Niffirds, which enrich the pre- 
fent work, have been difcevered. A is 
a firong (quare caftellaied buiiding, of 
late Gothic architecture, of which the 
outer and inner arch having been 
walled up, an handfome groined and 
vanlted apartment has been obtained

Burnfal, Sit William Craven, knt, 
and alderman and lord mayor of Lon- 
don, repaired the church 1612. <“* He 
was born at Appletrewick, in this 
rith, of poor parents, who are faid to 
have fent biin up by a common carrier 
to London, where he entered into the 
fervice of a mercer or draper. ko this 
fituation nothing more is known of this 
hiftory, till, by diligence and frugali 
the old nda of a citizen, he had 
raifed hiufelf ta wealth and honour. 
In 1607 he is deferibed by Camden as 
* equefiri dignitate, et fenaior Londi- 
nenfis.” In 1611 he was chofen Jord 
mayor. Of the time of bis death I am 
not informed. In him the comumer- 
cial fpirit of the family ended as it had 
begun. William Craven, his eldeft fon, 
having been trained in the armies of 
Guftavus Adolphus and Wiliam Prince 
of Orange, became one of the mefi dif 
tinguifhed foldiers of his time. He 
was in the number of thofe galtam 
Englithmen who ferved the unfortu- 
nate King of Bohemia from a fpirit of 
romantic attschment to his beautiful 
confort; and his fervices are generally 
fappofed to bave been privately re- 
warded with the hand of that prince's 
after her retarn in widowhood to her 
native country. Thus the fon of a 
Wharfdale peafimt matched with the 
fifier of Charles the Firft, a remarka- 
ble inflance of that Providence which 
‘raifeth the poor out of the dufi, and 
fetteuk 
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fetteth him a inces, even the 
rinees of his pele.”

He founded and endowed a granmar- 
fcheol here.

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MEMOIRS AND HEROIC ACHIEVEMENTS OF LORD NELSON. 


(Concluded from p. 1070.) ' 


MARCH 30, 1801, the Britifh fleet paf- 
fed into the Sound, in defiance of the bat- 
teries ere€ted on its fhores. On approach- 
ing Copenhagen, their firft deftination (it 
being intended afterwards to vifit Revel, 
the Ruffian port), they found it defended 
by fix failef theline; 11 floating batteries, 
mounting from twenty-fix 24-pounders to 
eighteen 18-pounders; one bomb-fhip, 
befides fchooner gun-veffels. Thefe were 
fupported by the Crown Iflands, mount- 
ing the one 36, the other 52 guns; and 
4 fail of the line’ meored in the harbeur’s 
mouth, and fome batteries on the ifland of 
Amak. Lord Nelfon having offered his 
fervice for the attack, it commenced about 
10 in the morning of April 2; when after 
an aétion of 4 heurs (he having feleéted 
only 12 fail of the line, and the frigates 
and fmall veffels,; for the occafion), the 
Danifh bomb-thip and fchooner gun-vef- 
fels efcaped, and the other 17 fail were 
either funk, burnt, ortaken. (LXX1. p. 361.) 
Sir Hyde Parker, in his letter to Govern- 
ment, fays, ‘ Was it poffible for me to add 
any thing to the well-earned renown of 
Lord Nelfon, it would be by afferting, that 
his exertions, great as they have hereto- 
fore been, were never carried to a higher 
pitch of zeal for his country’s fervice.’ (Jb. p. 
360.) In this aétion, 254 werekilled, and 641 
wounded. As Sir Hyde Parker commanded 
the Referve, which was not engaged, the 
whole of this brilliant aétion was: ful- 
tained by Lord Nelfon and Admiral Graves. 
Lord ‘Nelfon was advanced to the dignity 
of Vifcount Nelfon of the Nile, ang@ of 
Burnham Thorpe in Norfolk (LXXI. p. 
665.) ; and again received the thanks of both 
Houfes of Parliament. For Mr. Adding- 
ton’s eulogium on this occaficn, fee LX XI. 
p- 467. And the Earl of St. Vincent, in 
the Houfé of Lords, declared, ‘ that, frem 
his own prefeffional knowledge, the late 
vi@tory, confidering the difficulty of the 
attempt, the length of time during which 
the engagement lafted, and the aftonifhing 
bravery and {kill difplayed on the occafion, 
was not equalled by any exploit that was 
ever performed by the Navy of England.’ 
In 1801 the King, by his warrant, dated 
January 7, permitted Lerd Nelfon and 
his heirs to adopt the title of Duke of 
Bronte, with the fief of the dutchy an- 
nexed thereto, and alfo to receive the great 
¢rofs of the order of St Ferdinand and Me- 
rit; all conferred upon him by Ferdinand 
JV. King of the Two Sicilies. The Empe- 
tor had alfo made him a knight of the 
Auftrian Order of the Crefcent. Lord Nel- 
fen, continuing to volunteer his fervices 
wherever danger and difficulties prefented 
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themfelves, was, in Auguft 1801, advanced 
to a farther barony, viz. Baron Nelfen of 
the Nile, and of Hilborough in Norfolk 
with remainder, in failure of heirs male, 
to his fatker, the Rev. Edmund Neifon, 
reétor of Burnham Thorpe, and his heire 
male lawfully begotten; and in failure, to 
the heirs male of his daughters in fuccef- 
fion ; thus extending the dignity to the 
whole family. (LX XI. p. 953.) 

In Auguft 1801, he was employed te 
direct an attack on the French gun-boats 
before Boulogne ; and hed not the opening 
of negotiations for Peace interrupted his 
enterprizes on that ftation, it is probable 
he would have accompliftzed their de- 
ftruétion. (LXXI. 846. $47.) 

When the war was renewed, in 1803, a 
difcerning Government inftantly invited 
him from his retreat. He was fent.to cem- 
mand on the important ftation of the Medi- 
terranean, where it was expeéted that the 
French would attempt their ‘firft and 
greateft naval and military efforts. His 
vigilance on that fixtion; the wifdom of 
his arrangements; thy awe with which he 
impreffed the enemy; and the {kill ‘with 
which he enfured the ert ulation, affection, 
and obedience, of all un¢ler his authority ; 
are fufficiently known. We was at length 
impatient of a fervice, which afforded 
him no opportunity of corning to a. de- 
cifive aétion with the foes af his country 
His whole foul revolted agaisift the idea of 
blocking them up im their ports. See hia 
Letter to the Lord Mayor on this fubjeét 
in vol. LXXIV.p.972, It guve him infinite 
fatisfa€tion when he learned that the 
Toulon fleet had failed. .He trufted to 
overtake them in one quarter or another 
before they fhould be able, to return to 
fecurity inany port. They e/udéd him in 
the Mediterranean. They had effeéted a 
junétion with the Spanith fleet at Cadiz, 
before he could get up. But he had good. 
intelligence of their courfe, whiltt we were, 
at home, in abfolute uncertainty refpect- 
ing it. He deelated he woul¢ follow 
them to the Antipodes, fooner than fuffer 
them to efcape him. He had almoft 
come up with them off Antigua. Buc 
they again efcaped. Before he could ever- 
take their courte, the doubtful aétiow of 
the 22d of July had been fought off Fer- 
rol. Lord Nelfon landed in England. 
On account of the decline of his health, 
he had wifhed, before the enemy left 
Toulon, to return for a few months to 
this country for its recevery. But the 
activity and the keen elevation of mind 
which the purfuit, and the hope of over- 
taking and conqueying, had excited, were 
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the means of re-invigorating his fhattered 
eonftitution. He returned to England 
in better health, and with frefher and 
more animated looks, then when he left 
it toge to the Mediterranean. The witfhes 
of the. country—the fenfe which Govern- 
ment entertained of his importance in 
¢ommand—woul4 not permir his delay 
at home for many wecks. He left England 
with a refolution yet to defrroy the Com- 
bined Fleets, which had fo provokingly 
tsluded his purfuit. We: heard, by regu- 
‘lar difpatches, that ‘ne had arrived on 
the Cadiz ftation. F’,is powers were more 
extenfive than had been entrufted to any 

Britith Commaad er there before. Some 

great achievemer \t was expected of him, 

and {peedily. Our very next news, after 
thofe of his. arrival, were, that he had 
fought the “ombined Fleets, almoft an- 

nihilated them, and had fallen amidit a 

vidtory & , glorious and decifive.

4 Nelfon, only difcreet and temperate 
ort. The caft of his mind, and the 
ture of his feaman experience, did 
‘hat the undifcerning might afcribe to 
plind rathnefs and fortune. Danger only 
roufed ali his energies ; and readered all 
thé faculties of hisfoul alive to exertion. 
This was the grand peculiarity of his 
Miiid. Experience had made him conti- 
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nually more fearlefs, by thewing him 

how very little there is, comparatively, 

to be feared, where a man js not want- 

ing to himfelf. Intrepidity charms or 

awes every perfon. But the intrepidity 

of a brute, or a barbarian, makes them 

indifferent to the fafety of others, be- 

caufe they dare to meet danger themfelves. 

Such was not Lord Nelfon’s. He hada 

generous tendernefs for the welfare and 

perfonal fafety of his feamen, which fo 

endeared him to the whole Navy, that 

there was not a failor who would not have 
joyed to follow him into any perils. He 
had a failor’s fcorn of all that was fordidly 

felfith. He coveted nothing but the 
confcioufnefs and the praife of unrivalled 
excellence. He was no mean lover of 
money. Where others acquired thou- 
fands, he fcarcely acquired hundreds. He 
delighted in the endearments of domeftie 
life. He was fondly attached to his fa- 
ther, to his brothers, and to his fifters. 
He had peculiar pleafure in gratifying 
Lady Nelfon with the information that 
her fon had faved his life. Though free 
from the pride or vanity of weak and un- 
generous minds, he had a heart to enjoy 
the praife and rewards of his country, and 
the confcioufnef$S that they had been 
fairly and dearly earned. He took plea- 
fure to exprefs his fentiments on fuitable 
occafions in the Houfe of Peers, which 
he did to great advantage. (See LXXII, 
1054.LXXIII. 68.) Therewere a vivacity, a 
pertinency, and a point in his fpeeches and 
his. familiar converfation, which might 
have become wit and farcafm, had it 
not been for the fimple grandeur of his 
fentiments, and the benignity of his af- 
fe&tions. He had tafte to relifh every 
charm of the Fine Arts; and a patriotic 
fpirit to enter eagerly into every thing 
conne&ed with the honour or the im- 
provement of civil life in his native coun- 
try. His fpirit was devout, by natural 
temper, by education, and by the impref- 
fion which the incidents of his life had 
made upon his mind. The humble piety 
with which, after the battle of Aboukir, 
he referred all to the goodnefs of Almighty 
God, is never to be forgotten. It was 
then his venerable Father had the fatisfac- 
tion to call him, with truth— My great 
and good Son!”’ As his heart was kind, 
his familiar manners were polifhed and 
gentle. His morals were eminently pure. 
He delighted in the fuitable relaxations of 
focial intercourfe. His form was light 
and elegant. There was fomething in- 
terefting, lively, commanding, and yet 
perfeétly unaffluming, in his afpeét. he 
colour of his hair was light. His ftature 
fcarce rofe above the middle fize. He fell, 
moft glorioufly, in the 47th year of his 
age!!!

A Secret Committee was appointed to 
examine the Elgventh Report. It was 
compofed of Lords Caftlereagh and Glen- 
bervie, Mefirs. Windham, T. Grenville, 
R. Ryder, Cannjng, and Beft. 

Mr. Paul made his motion refpeéting 
the Nabob of Oude ; and a charge againft 
the Marquis Wellefley. He felt deeply 
impreffed with the indifference the people 
of England in general manifefted to Indian 
affairs; and he fheuld therefore ftand in 
need of every indulgence, while he de- 
clared himfelf the public accufer of that 
Lord, whofe Oriental career had been fo 
{plendidly diftinguifhed, and who had fo 
many friends in both Houfes ef Parlia- 
ment. He then proceeded to ftate, that 
the Nabob of Oude was the moft pow- 
erful and zealous ally of the Company in 
India ; greater by far than Cheit-Sing, or 
the Rajah of Benares, for whofe depofi- 
tions Mr. Haftings had been impeached. 
In regard to this Nabob, he charged Lord 
Wellefiey with a violatiowof law, anda 
breach of an A& of Parliament. He alfo 
charged him with appointing his brother, 
Mr. H. Wellefley, Lieut.-Governor of that 
Prince’s country: but it was impoffible 
for any meafures on thefe charges to be 
come to this Seffion ; and as Lord Wellef 
ley would probably foon be in England, 
he fhould, in the mean time, move for 
certain Papers refpecting thefe tranfac- 
tions, which, he believed, would fet the 
eafe in its true light. Which he did 
accordingly. 

Lord Cajilereagh, Sir WW. Burrows, and 


Mr. W. Pole, did not obje& to the Papers, 


being produced; but affured the Hon. 
Gentleman thit the cafe he had ftated 
would be found to Ue greatly exaggerated, 

Mr. Leycefer moved for the impeach- 
ment of Lord Melville. After detailing 
what had aiready taken place, and en- 
treating. the Houfe to banifh all prejudice 
from their minds, he owned that he had 
been one who did not with matters to be 
pufhed any ferther againft Lord M. than 
the original Refolutions. His reafon was, 
that he conceived him already punifhed, 
and, by configning him to a trial, he 
would run a great rifk of being punifhed 
twice for the fame offence. The Houfe, 
however, held a contrary opinion, and 


“had decided on a Criminal Profecution. 


The expediency of an Impeachment now 
appeared infinitely preferable to any other, 
becaufe it was confiftent with the ufage 
of Parliament, and moft befitting the 
rank and ftation of the Vifcount. He was 


decidedly in favour of Impeachment, be- 
caufe he was convinced it would with 
greater certainty lead to the ends of effen- 
tial juftice. He alluded to hiftorical pre- 
cedents, to fhew that Peers bad always 
been proceeded againft by Impeachment ; 
and if the Criminal Profecution were to 
take place, much embarrafiment might 
eventually arife in the courfe of a trial be- 
fore the Court of King’s Bench, from a 
difficulty of tracing any criminality. to 
Lord M. regarding the 10,000 }. tranfac- 
tion in 1786. The whole topics embraced 
in the Tenth Report and the Report of 
the Sele& Committee muft, on the trial, 
be gone through ; and it was well known 
that the longeft trial of the kind could 
not laft more than 14 or 16 hours. Ona 
view of the proceeding by Impeachment, 
the cafe affumed a different afpe&, as in 
that way ample time would be given for 
the purpofe of examining every particular 
to the urmoft. The Impeachment would 
prove injurious to the Noble Lerd only if 
he fhould be found guilty; but it would 
prove highly advantageous to him were 
he declared innocent. There was ano- 
ther argument he wifhed to ftaté againft 
a trial by Information; which was, the 
univerfal prejudice pervading all ranks of 
men, who feemed to think that they had 
been defrauded of millions, and their taxes 
and burthens increafed in confequence of 
the condu@ of Lord M. For the truth of 
this prejudice, he would appeal to the 
many Addreffes on this fubje&t on the 
Table. He would afk then, whether, if 
Lord Melville was fent to trial before a 
jury fo prepoffeffed, fair and impartial 
juftice could be expeéted. The perfons 
compofing juries were in general tradef- 
men and fhopkeepers, certainly refpeét- 
able men; but, in the circumftances he 
had ftated, impartiality in their decifion 
could not well be looked for. After rea- 
foning for fome time on thefe points, he 
concluded by moving that the Houfe da 
proceed by Impeachment againft Lord M. 
on the crimes and mifdemeanors where- 
with he is charged, and that the Attorney 
General be directed to ftay proceedings in 
the Criminal Information agginft him. 

Sir R. Buxton feconded the motion; 
obferving that Impeachment ought, in 
his opinion, to have been the only thing 
reforted to after the firft Refolutions. 

Mr. Bond expreffed his furprize that 
this meafure was brought forward by thofe 
who had voted for the Criminal Profecu- 
tion. It was not denied on either fide, 
that the Gentlemen who fupported the 
Impeachment might have forced the 

Houfe 
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Houfe to agree to it. When he moved 
the Amendment for the Criminal Infor- 
mation, he could affure thofe who heard 
him, he had not done folightly; and, after 
every deliberation he had beftowed on the 
fubje&, the more. was he convinced that 
it was by far the beft mode of proceeding. 
A Criminal Information proceeded on a 
pure principle of law. The trial might 
come on in Michaelmas term, while the 
Impeachment would always depend upon 
the fitting of the Houfe. 

The Solicitor General maintained, that 
the fenfe of a great part of the Houfe had 
been decidedly expreffed for Impeachment ; 
and, were a fair eftimate of the numbers 
taken, it would appear, that for Impeach- 
ment there had been 195, and only 43 
for the Criminal Information. He fup- 
ported the motion. 

Mr. Banks argued in favour of adhering 
to the Refolution for the Criminal Infor- 
mation, which, he contended, was net 
agreed to without great deliberation. 

Lord H, Petty denied that the Refolu- 
tion now propofed to be refcinded had 
been precipitately adopted. As to him- 
felf, he continued to be of opinion that 
the latter mode was preferable; but the 
Houfe having come to a contrary vote af- 
ter mature deliberation, he conceived that 
it was bound, on every principle of ¢on- 
fiftency, to fupport its own decifion. 

Sir W. Burrows expreffed his aficnt to 
the arguments for fubftituting the pro- 
ceeding by Impeachment to that of a Cri- 
minal Profecution; and contended that, 
though, in the late debate, there were 
many. who were adverfe to either of the 
proceedings, yet that as to an election be- 
tween the two modes, the fenfe of a de- 
cided majority of the Houfe was in favour 
of Impeachment. 

Mr. Charles Wynne ftill thought that 
‘the: Houfe ought to have voted in the firft 
inftance for Impeachment, as being more 
appropriate to the charaéter of the Profe- 
cutors, the defcription of the offence, and 
the rank of the offender. He did not, 
however, think that this was a fufficient 
reafon for his agreeing to refcind a folemn 
Refolution of the Houfe, The great ends 
of juftice might ftill be attained by the 
courfe alréady prefcribed by the Houfe,

tien. 4 

Mr. Windham preferred the mode of 
proceeding by Impeachment ; but could 
not admit that there was any thing. ur- 
conftitutional in that by Criminal In- 
formation; and in the prefent cafe «he 
contended that the Houfe ought, for the 
fake of confiftency, to maintain its own 
Refolution, 

Mr. Pitt argued in fupport of the mo- 
tion, There was nothing to prevent the 


adoption of that fyftem which almoft all 
feemed to think the moft eligible, but a 
mere queftion of form. With refpe& to 
that point, it would appear that the Houfe, 
in agreeing to*the Criminal Profecution, 
had_refcinded its previous decifion in fa- 
vour of a Civil Profecution, and that too 
without any previous notice; a circum- 
ftance which he conceived to be a com- 
pleat anfwer to the complaints made of 
th= infufficiency of the‘notice given as to 
the prefent motion. , 

Mr. W’hithread made a fpeech againft 
the Impeachment. 

He was followed by Mr., For, who 
placed in a very ftrong light the incontift- 
ency the Houfe would be guilty of, did it 
abrogate the order already made for the 
Criminal Information. In order, there- 
fore, to get rid of the motion, he con- 
cluded by moving the Orders of the Day. 

After a few words from Mr. H. Adding- 
ton and Mr. Carr, the Houfe divided, 
when Mr. Fox's amendment was nega- 
tived by a majority of 106 to 143. The 
original motion was then carried without 
a divifion. 

Mr. Whitbread was appointed Manager 
of the Impeachment, and direéted to go 
to the Lords, and acquaint them with the 
circumftance ; which he did on the fel- 
lowing day, attended by a number of 
Members,

out great public inconvenience ; that the 
neceffity of fuch fecrecy had continued to 
the prefent time ; and that the Committee 
felt it to be their duty to abftain from any 
farther details upon the fubjeé.

more refpeétable and folid footing ; and 
concluded by moving certain refolutions. 

Lord Cafilereagh made a very able re- 
ply; and was followed by Sir J. Pulteney, 
General Norton, and the Secretary at Har.

Admiralty-office, Nov. 27. Letter (receivedTigre, to complete the water, &c, of thefe 


by Hon. Capt. Blackwood), from Lord 
Collingwood to W. Marfden, Efq. 
Queen, off Cape Trafalgar, Nov. 4. 

Sir, On the 28th ult. I informed you of 
the proceedings of the fquadron to that 
time. The weather continuing very bad, 
the wind blowing from S. W. the fqua- 
dron not in a fituation of fafety, and fee- 
ing little profpe& of getting the captured 
fhips off the land, and great rifk of fome 
of them getting into port; I determined 
no longer to delay the deftroying them, 
and to get the fquadron out 6f the ccep 
bay. The extraordinary exertion of Capt. 
Capel, however, faved the French Swift- 
fure ; and his thip the Phoebe, together 
with the Donegal, Capt. Malcolm, after- 
wards brought out the Bahama. In@ced, 
nothing can exceed the perfeverance of 
all the officers employed in the fervice. 
Capt. Hope rigged and fucceeded in 
bringing out the Ildefonfo ; all of which 
will, I hope, have arrived fafe at Gibral- 
tar. For the reft, Sir, [ inclofe you a 
lift of all the enemy’s fleet which were in 
the aétion, and how they are difpofed of, 
which, I believe, is perfe&ly correét. I 
informed you in my letter of the 28th, 
that the remnant of the enemy’s fleet 
came out a fecond time, to endeavour in 
the bad weather to cut off fome of the 
hulks, when the Rayo was difmafted, and 
fell into our hands: fhe afterwards parted 
her cable, went afhore, and was wrecked. 
The Indomptable, one of the fame fqua- 
dron, was alfo driven afhore, wrecked, 
and her crew perifhed. The Santa Anna 
and Algeziras being driven near the fhore 
of Cadiz, got fuch affiftance as has enabled 
them to get in 3 but the ruin of their 
flect is as complete as could be expeéted, 
under the circumftances of fighting them 
clofe to their own fhore. Had the battle 
been in the Ocean, ftill fewer would have 
efcaped. Twenty fail * of the line are taken 
or deftroyefl ; and of thofe which got in, 
not more than three are in a repairable 
ftate for a length of time. Rear-Adm. 
Louis, in the Canopus, who had been de- 
tached with the Queen, Spencer, and 


thips, and to fee the convoy in fafety a 
certain diftance up the Mediterranean, 
joined me on the 30th. In clearing the 
captured fhips of prifoners, 1 found fo 
many wounded men, that to alleviate 
human mifery as much as was in my 
power, I fent to the Marquis de Solana, 
Gov.-Gen. of Andalufia, to offer him the 
wounded to the care of their country, on 
receipts being given; a propofal which 
was received with the greateft thankful- 
nefs, not only by the Governor, but the 
whole country refounds with expreffiens 
of gratitude. Two French frigates were 
fent out to receive them, with a proper 
officer to give receipts, bringing with them 
all the Englith who had been wrecked in 
feveral of the fhips, and an offer from the 
Maryuis <le Solana of the ufe of their hof- 
pitals for our wounded, pledging the ho- 
nour of Spain for their being carefully at- 
tended. I have ordered moft of the Spanifh 
prifoners to be releafed ; the officers on pa- 
role ; the men for receipts given, and a 
condition that they do not ferve in war, by 
fea or land, until exchanged. By my cor- 
refpondence with the Marquis, I found 
that Vice-Admiral D'Alava was not 
dead, but dangeroufly wounded ; and I 
wrote to him a letter, claiming him as a 
prifoner of war: a copy of which I in- 
clofe, together with a flate of the Flag 
Officers of the Combined Fleet.

In our laft Abftra&t we gave the fybftance 
of the French Bylletins, regularly, as being 
Official Documents of the Operations of 
the hoftile Armies ; but thofe Bulletins 
have lately hecome fuch a mere mafs of 
malevolence, exaggeration, and falfehood, 
ws to be generally unworthy of credit. 
For example; In p. 1963, we abftraéed 
the fubftance of the 21f Bulictin of the 
French Grand Army. The 22d, with 
which we intended this month to refume 
our feries, ftates, that Marfhal Mortier, 
with only 40.9 men, had op the 11th 
Nov. engaged the whole of the Ruflian 
army(frgm 25 to 30,000!) at Kremns, killed 
4000, took 15@0 prifoners, and forced the 
yermuinder to quit the field.—-‘* They could 
perceive (fays the 23d Bulletin), from 
what 4000 French had done, what they 
Were to expert from an equal force. Mar- 

Mortier fet out in purfuit of them,” 
. ‘The thamelefs audacity with which 
is official document ftated the advantage 
of the day to reft with the French, ftag- 
gered our eredylous politicians for awhile ; 
when, lo! the Hamburgh Papers completely 
pvertugned this fine fabrick ; and informed 
ws, that Mortier’s column of 10,000 {not 
4004) men in the aforefaid aétion was 
pearly all cut to pices, or made prifoners ;

The 26th Bulletin is dated Znaim, 
Nov. 18, It fays—* Prinee Murat having 
been informed that the Ruffian Generals, 
immediately after the figning of the Con- 
vention; were marching with a part of 
their army towards Znaim, arid that from 
atl appearances the other party were about 
to follow them and efcape, eaufed it to

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intention of extending his territory, or even 
of obtaining an Indemnification for the fa- 
crifices which he had made at Luneville 
and Ratifbon, forthe tranquillity of Eu- 
rope, he required nothing more than that 
the Emperor of the French fhould be ani~ 
mated with the fame fpirit of an enlight- 
ened and humane policy, and return 
within the himits of the ‘Treaty of Lune- 
ville. What perfon, poffeffing unpreje- 
diced views with refpeét to the fate of 
Rurope, could difapprove of the juftice 
and moderation of thefe demands? 
Faithful to thefe principles, his Imperiat 
Majefty has been ready, every moment 
during the ceurfe of this prefent war, to 
offer peace ; and in the event of the moft 
{plendid viétories, he has ftill cherifhed the 
fame defigns, and the fame difpofition, 
as when under the inffwence of more un- 
toward cvents.—flis' Majefty flattered

his Imperial Majefty fent his Lieutenant 
Field-Marfhal Count Giulay to the head- 
quarters of the French Emperor, to folicit, 
in his own name and that of his Allies, 
an acknowledgement of amicable fen- 
timents, and the opening of more intimate 
difcuffions, which the Emperor might be 
difpofed to adopt on this oceafion; and, a3. 
@ preparation for pacific negotiations, an 

armiftice was firft propofed.—B hopes | 
of his Majefty were not : only 

for the preliminaries of an armiftice for a 

few weeks—for thefe alone, the Emperor 

of the French demanded :—* That the Al-

The Meffenger who brought this 
intelligence left Olmutz twenty-four hours 
afterthe battle, and relates,that at tliat time, 
the loffes of the enemy were reported to be 
much more confiderable than thofe of the 
Allies, who ftill maintained their pofition 
at Wifchau. :

*€ Government have alfo received advices 
froma tefpe&able quarter, detailing many 
particulars, the fum of which feems to 
be, thaton the 2d the French atiacked 
the Allies on their maroh—that they, di- 
reSted their whole efforts. againft the cen- 
tre, which not being when the 
attack commenced, they fucceeded in 
defeating, after a bloody confli& of feveral 
hours, in which the centre lof the whole 
of its cannon ; that the Allies retreated 
from the field to Wifehan, ahd did not 


feem to have becn followed by the French, . 


fo that the Emperor ALExanpir, who 
had difplayed the moft determined courage 
on the 2d, renewed the Battle on the 3d 
and 4th; and, by his ardent fortitude and 
example, iurned the fortune of the conteft 
in favour of the Ruffians. He rode through 
the moft tremendous fire, calling out to 


the Army ‘“ Victory, orn Deatu !” 
which was returned by exclamations 


from his troops that ‘‘ THEY NEVER 
WOULD Frorsake THEIR Emperor.” 

“The Ruffians having loft their artil- 
lery on the 2d, were during the following 
days ordered to fight with the fword and 
bayonet, and the final refult was, that the 
Emperor recovered all his cannon, and 
the whole ground he had loft. The French 
were driven from the field, beyond Auf- 
terlitz, (where the battle of the ad com- 
menced) and afterwards retired behind the 
Swartz, with their left at Brunn, and their 
right at Nicholfberg. 

** No details have been received of killed 
and wounded on cither fide.” 

PRUSSIA. 

We are happy in obferving the Acceffion 
of the King of Pruffia to the Confede- 
racy agsinft France. The Guards and 
Garrifori have already left Berlin. The 
Duke of Brunfwick, confeffedly the frit 
General in Europe, Field-Marthal Mocl- 
len > the pupil and favourite of l’rede- 
tick the Great, the King himfelf, who is 
beloved and adored by his People, have 
taken the field. 

The fist divifion of the Army of Referve 
has already arrived at Coethun, where, 
and at Peierforg, Hall, and other places 
in the neighbourhood of Leipzig, it is to 
be ftationed for the prefent. Gen. Moellen- 
dorf was expected at Furft on the 15th int. 

A large ccluma of the I'ruffian asmy, 
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under Prince Hohentoe; has advanced to 
Weiffenburg and te Aichftaad, within 
about 13 miles of Ingolftadt. Augereau 
had, in confequence, retwforeed the garri- 
fon bya corps of 6000 men. from A 1h 

While the Prufiian Army of Referve was 
filing off before the King, at Berlin, his 
Majefty addrefled General Moellendorff 3 
telling him, that it had been his defign to 
have Jeft him in charge of the Capital, as 
prefenting lefs laborious ferviee than that 
which he was likely to eneounter at the 
head of an army ; on which the veteran 
replied" My age does not yet pre- 
vent. me from ferving my King: at the 
head of the army, I thal! feel young again ; 
and fhould I fall, I would rather die in 
the bed of glory, than on the bed of fick- 
nefs.”—The King warmly fhook him by 
the hand, and the auditors of this inte- 
refting difeourfe were dezply moved. 

The Eletor of Bavaria lately fent one of 
his Chamberlains to Berlin, with a view 
to excufe and jaftify his eondu& to Auf- 
tria 5 but his Profan Majefty refufed to 
give him audienre, 

RUSSIA, 

A Letter has appeared in the Hamburgh 
Corre{pondenten, explanatory of the politi- 
cal views of Ruffia. It was infested by au- - 
thority, and may be confidered as demi- 
official. After commenting on the infa- 
mous and abfurd reports propagated over 
the Continent, by fcribblers in the pay of 
France, the writer makes the following 
obfervations:—** The Emperor Alexan- 
der, though indefatigably engaged in pro- 
moting the happinefs of his people, has 
not been inattentive to the fate of the Con- 
tinent. He wifhed to reftore peace to the 
world, without being guided by any inte- 
reft, but that of humanity y without any 
defigns, with regard to his own. empire, 
excepting the fecurity of thofe advantages 
infeparable from the general good.—This 
Monarch has brought forward a very con- 
fiderable force by land and water, which 
has fuddonly made its appearance in the 
Baltic, and the lonian-fea ; upon the banks 
of the Inn, and the Viftula.. Through the 
medium of thefe movements, as remark- 
able for their extent as their promptitude, 
Rusfia has fpoken again ; and now declares 
to all Europe, in fupport of her pacific ne- 
gotiations, that her only objeé is to ac- 
celcratc the peace of the world.” 

The Emperor Alexander arrived at the 
Auftrian Court in Moravia, Nov. 20. 

POLAND. 

The Polith Legion in the French fervice 
has been ordered into Moravia, with a 
view of creating a diverfion in. Poland, 
end exciting a revolution. Kofciufko is 
faid to be at Buonaparte’s head-quarters.

‘The celumns of the Jonic order, between 
which are the Creed and Lord’s Prayer, 
alio a Glebe between two Bibles, deno- 
tmg the ipreading of the Gofpel over the 
Woarid, are beautified ; and the fine. pic- 
tures of Mofes and Aaron have been clean- 
ed. The outfide of the church is alfo 
re-painted ; and the whole may now be 
confidered a public ornament.

The words 
are as follow: ‘* Under this ftone lie in- 
terred the morta} remains of the Right 
Rev. William Dickfon, late Bifhop of 
Down and Connor, whofe memory will 
ever be dear to all who were connected 
with him in any of the various relations 
of life.——Of his public charaéter, the love 
of Liberty, and efpeciallyof Religious Liber- 
ty, was the prominent feature ; fincere in 
his own faith, he abhorred the thought of 
holding out temptations to prevarication 
and infincerity in others, and was a de- 
eided enemy, both as a Bifhop and a Le- 
giflator, to laws whofe tendency is to fe 
duce or to deter men from the open and 
undifguifed profeffion of their religious 
opinions by reward and punifhment, by 
political advantages, or political difabi- 
lities ——In private life, fingular modefty, 
correé&t tafte, a moft engaging fimplicity 
of manners, unfhaken conftancy in friend- 
fhip, a warm heart alive to all the chari- 
ties of our nature, did not fail to concili- 
ate to this excellent man the affections of 
all who knew him. But, ‘though the 
exercife of the gentler virtues which en- 
dear and attract was more habitual to 
him, as moft congenial to his nature, he 
was by no means deficient in thofe more 
energetic qualities of the. mind which 
command refpe® and admiration.—When 
roufed by unjuft agereffion, or whatever 
the occafion might be that called for ex- 
ertion, his mildnefs did not prevent him 
from difplaying the moft manly and deter- 
mined fpirit; and notwithftanding his 
exquifite fenfibility, he bore the fevereft of 
al! human calamities, the lofs of feveral dee 
ferving and beloved children, with exem- 
plary fortitude and refignation. He 
was born in February 1745 was mar- 
ried, in June 1773, to Henrietta Symes, 
daughter of the Rev, Jeremiah Symes. 
——Was preferred to the Bifhoprick of 
Bown and Connor in Deezmber 1783, 
and died on the 19th September 1804, 
deeply regretted by all the different Reli- 
gious Seéts that compofed the population 
of his extenfive diocefe ; ky acquaintances, 
neighbours, and dependents of every con- 
dition and defcription; by his children, 
his friends, and his country; and moft 
Gent.

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Tuefday the 29th ult. and the could not 
tell what had become of him; he never 
was accuftomed to drink, and conduéted 
himfelf always futionally.

this houte of induitry for fpiders. 
After viewing thefe inftraments, 
like one of the carptores and archi- 
magirt introduced from Javenal, 
he refle&ts upon Neild for miflead- 
ing the reader as to the fpecific 
weight of the log and chain; but, 
if the relative weight of thefe be 
diminifhed in the calculation, that 
of the pot-hooks round the neck 
mutt be neceffarily inereafed, which 
I fhould imagine would really 
prove an aggravation of the punith- 
ment. Here it may be. proper to 
notice a charge againft Neild, of

AND DELIGHT*, in treating his 
comrades with a ride on the log, 
whom he dragged about the ¢gurt, 
If this be not the fuggefio falfi, the 
daily Jabour infliéted on the youth 
muft have been more infupportable 
than the “ delightful” exercife of 
treating them with a ride on the 
log, fattened by a chain a little 
above the ancie! 1 doubt, indeed, 
whether any Guardian of the Poor 
in Norwich is athletic enough to 
perform the fame gymnaftic exer- 
cifes. Were the Magiftrate to wear 
thefe delightful playthings one day 
and night only, he would not forget 
then as tong as he exifts. If the 
fa&t be really as ftated by him, it 
was natural to fuppofe that Rayner 
would compiait of his leg, and pult 
down his ftockimg, to convince 
Neild, and the Chief Magiftrate of 
Norwich, who was prefent, of the 
forenefs thereby induced. The lat- 
ter, being a furgegn inferior in 
charaGter to none in Europe, could 
not be deceived; and when he re- 
turned home, and introduged Neild 
to his y, before whom the 
depotitions as cofleéted in the Work- 
houfe (and previoufly read before 
the Miftrefs of it) were laid, it 
happened that one of the’ party, 
whole feelings of were 
juftly exited by the recital of mifery, 
and a view of the inftraments of 
punifhment, which were then pro- 
duced, exclaimed, ‘* Surely, an 
Angel from Heaven fent Mr. Neild 
hither!” This was’ no bathos of 
mine, for I never faw Norwich;

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nor of the mifefable Paupers, 
though their gratitude ought to in- 
duce them to reverberate it through 
the noifome chambers of a milma- 
naged Workhoufe. That the boy 
Rayner, when examined four days 
afterwards by the phyficians, might 
be in bealth, is probable, for his 
health never was doubted; and 
that the affeGtion of the Jeg might 
then have difappeared is not im- 
probable, without the leaft impeach- 
ment of Neild’s veracity, or of the 
judgment of the Chief Magiftrate, 
as bodily health would conduce 
fooner to reftore Jocal injury. 

With refpe& to any mittatement 
of the propofed duration of the 
punifhment inflicted on Rayner, 
it tends no way to leffen the nature 
of it, or the impropriety of its ex- 
ifting a fingle day. The boy de- 
clared before the Mifirefs of the 
houfe and the Chief Magiftrate of 
Norwich, that be had been in that 
tiate of punithment for three weeks, 
and that it was to continue for fix 
months { and this was not contra- 
died by any perfon prefent; which 
certainly induced Neild to give cre- 
dit to this uncontradicted relation. 
The apology made by W- Firth for 
this cuutintied feverity was the in- 
eurrizibility of the youth ; but how 
could reformation be expeéted by 
punithment, whikt no,preper atten- 
tion had been previoufly puid to his 
morals ? 

As to the infinuation of vanity 
of Neild ia afluming to emulate 
Howard *; Jet it be obferved, that, 
whilft lithe nents can neither emu- 
late nor july eftimate great cha- 
tatters, were Firth and every other 
Magilirate in the kingdeen infeéted 
with fuch a {pecies ‘et vanity, happy 
would it be for the Prifumers and 
thea indeed the refle@ions ot Maf- 
fager never would be applicable :

For, befides his frequent vifits to 
many prifons in and - ee the Me- 
tropolis, my friend, in the compals of 
this year, has infptSted thofe of King- - 
fton, Guilford, St. Alban's, Hertford, 
Ayletbury, Newport, Cambridge, 
Saffron Walden, Ely, Bury St. Ed- 
mund’s, Thetford, Botefley, Swaff- 
ham, Lynn, Walfingham, Ayltham, 
Norwich, Wymoadham, Yatmouth, 
Beccles, Woodbridge, Oxford, Ald- 
borough,  Ipfwich, Colehefter, 
Chelmsford, Northampton, Ketter- 
ing, Leicefter, Oakham, Notting- 
ham, Southwell, Lenton, Derby, 
Afhbourne, Chefterfield, Wickf- 
worth, Tidefwell, Macclesfield, 
Manchefter, Liverpool, Preiton, 


Lancatier, Chelier, Nantwich, Staf- 
ford, Birmingham, Coventry, Hali- 


fax, and Bradford; befides many 
minor Prifons, Infirmaries, Hofpi- 
tals, and Workhoufes. Many of 
the places above mentioned con- 
tained two, othets three prifons in 
them. 

Can any confiderate being ima- 
gine for a fingle moment that the 
journeys to comprife thefe aud fimi- 
lar vifits, made with fuch a facrifice 
of health and fortune during the 
Ypace of thirty-five years, folely at 
his own expence—f fay, can it be 
conceived that they were under 
taken with apy other. motives than 
thofe of benevolence and humanity ? 

Truly liberal is the infetence 
which the Jate Shenftone has rer 
corded, that “the man who imi- 
“tates a great character merits 
‘‘ approbation, iu. proportion to 
“the uearnefs he approaches or 
*« emulates that charatrer;” If any 
expreffion: in my fs infers a 
fimilarity of Nero to Howagp, 
it isfolely»my act. As he: is fre- 
qaenly abfent in» exploring the 
dungeons of mifery, it is rarely that 
he fes my MSS. previoufly to their 
going to prefs; but, in every in-

every fentence the moft diftantly

‘To fufpe& a meannefs in another 
without a caufe, infers that the 
fufpicious perfon is himfelf prone 
to the fame failing; this may ac- 
count for the breach of decency 
and comnion politenéfs, in one 
Magiftrate charging another, whom 
he does not know, “ with hidiftg 
himfelf ftom the prefence of Mr. 
Fellowe3, another Magiftrate,” a5 
if the condué& of charaéter of Neild 
required a veil! But, when the 
whole faéts are known, his charac- 
ter will not be fullied, however that 
of his accufer may ; for, in the words 
of Shakfpeare, 

* Mark, now, how plain 4 tale will 

put you down.” 

As a devilive reflitation of tiis 
infindation may be given, by 
merely tranfctiting lefe the notes 
taken down by Neild upon the 
occafion : 

_* Went early in the morning to vifit 
the gaol (Norwich Caftle) : the morn- 
ing wag rainy, aid [ fat down to write 
in the Keepet’s room ; by this I came 
to know that the fewer was under the 
window ; for the finell became {v of- 


fenfive, that [ requefied he would taf 


dulge me with another room ; he faid 
it was always fo when it rained or por- 
tended rain, and that the Magiftrates 
on thofe occafions could not do bufiz 
hefs in their own foom it was fo offen- 
five. Whilft I was tranferibing my 
remarks in the room the Keeper thew ed 
me into, he came and told me, that 
Mr. Fellowes was coming up the hill, 
he imagined to the Prifon, and atked 
if L withed to fee him; I replied, 
#* Not without Mr. Fellowes enquired 
after me, or daieed to fee nie.” J be- 
lieve Mr. F did not go into anv

part of the prifont, for the gaoler foon 
after came, did iid, be was gone; 
and had not faid any thing about me. 
When I had nearly done tranferibing 
my notes, I went to the Gaoler’s pars 
lour, and read difim@ly over to him 
and his wife what 1 had Written, re- 
quefting their particular attention to 
what was reading, and to correct 
me if there was any ¢rrot. On thé 
Sunday morning | made a litle addi- 
tion to mv remarks, after which I at- 
tended Divine Service, when all the 
prifonets weré very atténtive to a mot 
pathetic and appropriate difcourfe, 
The next morning Tleft Norwich, and 
proceeded oti my journey.” 

If Firth had been defirous of fee- 
ing Neild, he mole have found 
him engaged in Divine Service 
with the prifoners; he may, per- 
haps, plead in excufe, that we bad 
yet to learn thé way to the Cha 
pel! If Firth ¢ had really ever vi- 
fited the prifon, he rult have 
kvown,. what Was notorious to 
every Magiftrate, that the Gaoler's 
parlotr was ibtolerably offenfive 
in wet Weathe?t from the fewer §; 
and if he did know this; bis affer- 
tion of Neild's hiding himfelf from 
any individual bas more the ap- 
pearance of falfehood, than mere 
infinuation. If he never had vi- 
fited the prifon, and had learnt that 
Neild had not only done fo, but 
likewife had joined the prifoners in 
religious exercifes ; it well explains 
his Harry Feetines, on Neild’s 
departure from a place, where the 
Rumility and luftre of my friend's 
condu& threw fuch a fhade of 
that of the Magifirate of Norwich, 
who has hitnfelt publithed that he ne- 
ver vifited the Work houfe but once! 

In refpeét to the Gaol, he en- 
tered his obfervations in the book 
appropriated to Vifiting Magiftrates 
to enter their remarks,

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Being hirafelf a Magiftrate for 
two Countiés, a City and Liberty ; 
and having for 35 years vifited va- 
tious Prifons abroad, and in the 
Britifh Empire; and fcarcely in 
that period, and particularly fince 
1772, pafling a week without vi- 
fiiing fome Prifon or other; he 
thought he might enter his opinions 
freely, though they might differ 
from the worthy Magittrates who 
preceded him. 

Thelaft charge againftNeild feems 
to involve an a¢t of falfehood in him, 
or in his aécufer, wito afferts, that 
the former knew that a new com- 
modious Workhoufe was erected 
for the poor, at the time he vifited 
and deicribed the old Workhoule. 
To afcertain the truth of this affer- 
tion, I applied td Neild for the pe- 
rufal of the notes, which 1 was per- 
fuaded he had taken ot this as on 
every fimilat occafion; ahd from 
them I colle& the following rela- 
tion : 

«* Arrived at Norwich on Wedneiday, 
September 4, 1805. In the afiernoon 
waited upon the Mayor, who accom- 
panied me during the whole of my 
fiay at the workhoufe, and very oblig- 
ingly permitted me to put the Yoke, 
&e. worn by Rayner, into his car- 
riage, that @ drawing might be made 
of it. The notes made of the Work- 
houfe were tranfcribed at the Chief 
Magiftrate’s houfe, and communicated 
to him that evening. The drawing of 
the Yoke, &c. was made on Thartf- 
day ; arid on this day paid my — 
to the Caiile, City Gaol, and Bri 
well; Friday morning vifited the Cafile 
again, then went to Wymondham, 
and returned to Notwich ott Saturday, 
and vifited on’ this day the Caftle, City 
Gaol, Bridewell, and the New Work- 
houfe; which I think was the firft time 
it was mentioned to me ; approved the 
building, but imagined that it would 
not be ready for the admifhon of pau- 
pers for a long time ; and that the mff- 
management in the Old Workhoufe 
was néceflary to be Anown, to be guarded 
againfl in the new.” 

Even Firth himfelf has the-can- 

t to acknowledge, that after 
eild faw the New Workboufe 


e  ekprefled his approbation of 


the building, &c.” This indeed is 
the genuine charaéer’ of Neild, to 
apprové where he can, and to point 
out faults for the purpole of refor- 
mation. Bat what will avail a 
New Workhoufe, if the fame 
mifmanagement is purfued? Be- 
caufe the other was old, is that a 
fufficient teafon for filth, difeafe, 
and the negle&t of morals and 
education ? 

Atter witnefling the unkind in- 


finuations againft the benevolent - 


Neild, [ could not expeé& to efca 
the difpleafure of the Cenfurift ; 
bet he is certainly miftaken in 
thinking, that the obfervations re- 
{pe&ting the Small Pox were urged 
** finiftroufly, with a view (by a 
** kind of fide wind) of difcouraging 
** Variolous Inoculation.” On the 
contrary, they were defignedly and 
openly avowed, to induce parents, 
who regard the welfare of their 
offspring, te adopt Vaccination, as 
the only fecurity againft the Smalt 
Pox peitilence, which in London 
alone has killed during the laft two 
weeks one infant in about every 
146 minutes, or 222 in t4 days! 
verifying the words of Virgil.

I confefs that I do not poffefs 
that apathy reipecting my fellow- 
creatures, as to witnels with cold 
indifference the annual facrifice 
of 50,000 Britith European fub- 
jets ; well convinced at the fame 
time, that every individual of them 
might have been faved by the me- 
dium of Vaccination, without ritk 
of life, or blemith of conftitution.

I troft that the candid reader will 
not only perufe with pleatute the 
complete refutation of the charges 
exhibited by Firth, but add their 
futfrages of applaufe to the charac- 
ter of my injured friend.

Never will my friend be intimi- 
dated, whilft under the guidance of 
a fublime fpirit, nof be’ deterred 
from perfevering in the god-like 
purfuits of leifening the miferies, 
and promoting the comforts, of 
human exiftence; atid may the ac- 
cufing Magiftrate, in recalling to 
calm con fideration the refle€tions he

HERE is a part of our Antiquities 

-which feems to have efvaped ge- 
neral obfervation ; that is, the interiors 
of great or centrical towers to churches : 
this cireumflance does not proceed 
aliogether from negle&t, but from fuch 
interiors being thut out from view, by 
means of cielipgs being thrown over 
from the four great arches ufug!!v fup- 
porting fuch towers. The ufe of the 
cieling has no othér end than to ac- 
commodate a fet of bellringers, who, 

bably from a fiappofed benefit to 
their recreation, always chufe to be as 
far as polible from the upper fiory con- 
taining the bells. This method of 
hiding the afcending flights of Rories 
within the interior of towers, appears 
to have been firfi reforied to temp. 
Henry V1.andVII. as many fine groined 
coverings or cielings were then fei up, 
as at Canterbury, . Gloucefier, aud 
Wells Cathedrals, &¢. &e. ‘Phefe in- 
teriors, no doubt, were formerly in- 
tended to have the fame effeét on the 
uplifted eves, as domes in Roman Ar- 
chiteSlure, vet whh this difference ; 
the former difplays feryed by their up- 
right and vavifhing lines, their aéreal 


perfpective, to lofe the termination of 
eae defign in regions of geometrical 
refulgence; while tbe later appear- 
ances revealed all their properties at 
one view, keeping a fort of middle 
yay, and confiniag, ,by the continued 


line of a circle, the eye to familiar 
forms and readily conceived conftruc- 
tion. ‘Take the flories of a tower as 
they rife; each tier foon becomes from 
the variety of perpendiculars, a con- 
tinued and interefting attrachon to the 
mind in its deepe refearch, affording 
at the fame time almoft incomprehenfi- 
ble fpeculation to modern profeilion- 
alifts, how, and which way, fuch ma- 
- jellic elevations were brought to that 
Randard of perfeGion we now behold 
them, 

The firk ipterior of a tower which I 
thali votice, is that of St. Mary Overy’s 
Church, Southwark; the height of 
the tower above the four fupporiing 
arches is divided into ftories, and deco- 
rated with columns and arches. Thefe 
fine-wrought objeéis are hid from view 
by an obtruding cieling (fach as men- 
Noned above).—Abbey Church, St. 
Alban’s. The centre tower, fine tiers 
of columns and*arches ; hid by ‘ah 
Obsryding cjeling.—Gloucelter Gathe- 


dral. Centre tower, fine tiers of 
arches, &c. hid by an obtrading cieling. 
—\Wells Cathedral. Centre tower, 
fplendid tiers of columns and arches, 
and hid by an obtruding cieling.—It is 
needle{s to quote any more of our great 
churches fot proofs of this fort: thofe 
edifices of inferior degree, called parity 
churches, have alfo their proporuon o 
enrichments of this*kind, and are alfa 
fhut out from obfervation by obtrading 
cielings. _Coming to more confined 
ecclefigftical gdimenfions, it may be 
weil to particularize the interior of the 
centre tower of Merton College Cha- 
pel, Oxford. Above the ufual ob- 
truding cicling, at 3 certgin height, 
tri-cluttered brackets, filled with per- 
forated tracery, projec from the four 
anules of the tower, they fupportin 
four arches, which arches run parallel 
with the four fides of the tower; and, 
by way of adding fofficient flrength, 
and at the fame time yielding an admi- 
rable feature, the centre tri-cluftered 
bracket diverges groin-wife, and by a 
curious ramification firikes out’ into a 
circular cove, unjting the whole work 
deferibed, fo as to give a mok ancom- 
mon and remarkable effe&: the cove 
then opens into a fpacious circular gal- 
lety, faced with - arched  receffes, 
Among the lines, various carvings of 
thields and figures of angels are intro- 
duced. This ingemious and beauteous 
performance is executed in oak. The 
remaining portion of the tower is oc- 
eupied by the bell-chamber. That 
fuch a matclile(s piece of carpentery and 
carving fhould be loft to the publick, 
is really a mortifying reflection, I 
have, indeed, but to annqutice that the 
work is of the Edwardian ra, to 
fiamp on it the chara&ter of confym- 
mate excellence. Perchance, if this 
interior wag laid open, agreeable to its 
original intent, the fame fpirit cf envy 
that havocked Edward III's glorious 
chapel of St. Stephen, Weftminfter, 
might here alfo, by a baleful influence 
fatal to our Antiquities, larry on its 
defiruGion alfo. My apprehenfion 
on this particular occafion almoft in- 
fligates me to fupprefs this piece of in- 
teJligence—Hope refanits its throne ;

OHN Marfon, efq. the late refpe&- 

able Chief Juftice of the Ifland of 

Dominica, whofe death we announced 

in a former part of our prefent volume, 
. 384, and of whom we exprefled a 

Live of being able to give a more am- 
le account, was born at Wingham in 

ent, December 24, 1746, O. S. 
He was the eldeft of three fons of the 
late Mr. Charles Matfon, by his wife 
Judith*, the eldefi of two daughters 
and coheirefles of Mr. Joha Nelfon, 
Jurat of Sandwich in the (ame county ; 
and was educated at the King’s School 
at Canterbury. Being intended for 
the profeflion of the Law, he was, at 
a proper age, placed with an eminent 
‘@ttorney at Sandwich, who was mar- 
ried to his maternal aunt, and whom 
he afterwards fucceeded iu his prac- 
ticet. He was elecied, fucceflively, 
Town-clerk and Jurat of that corpora- 
tion ; and in 1777 ferved the office of 
Mayor. He likewife, for fevera! years, 
held | by patent from the King the ap- 
pointment ef Sheriff of Sandwich ; an 
office which, according to Rymer, had 
formerly been filled by John Philipot 3, 
the fuppofed author of the ** Villare 
Cantianum §.” 

Mr. Matton remained at Sandwich, 
extenfively employed in the line of his 
profeffion, tll about the year 1783, 
when he was appointed to be his Ma- 
jefly’s Chief Jufliee of the Bshama 

flands In confequence of this a 

ointment he failed for Naflau, in 
New Providence, in the year 1785, 
and entered on the duties of his ottice ; 
but the attacks of an intermittent fever, 
with which he became affected foon 
afier his arrival, obliged him before 
many months had elapfed to return to 
Europe, and he fixed his refidence 
again, for a fhort time, at Sandwich. 
Having there recovered his health, he 
ventured, in 1787, to refume his flation 
at the Bahamas, where he was highly 
efieemed by the Earl of Dunmore, 


* at that time Governor of thofe Iflands, 


and by the principal inhabitants of the 
Colony; but ‘at the end of abont a 
year he again returned to England in a

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very impaired flate of health. The re- 
putation, however, which he had 
inoft defervedly obtained as Chief Juf- 
tice at the Bahamas, induced his Ma- 
jefly’s minifiers to appoint him to a fi- 
milar office in the Ifland of Dominica ; 
the climate of which, it was hoped, 
would be more favourable te bis health. 

He embarked at Falmoath in Fe- 
bruary, and arrived at Rofeau, in 
Dominiea, in May 1789; and foon 
after was appoin a member of the 
Council, and Judge of the Vice Ad- 
miralty Court of that [fland. 

In 1792 he pailed a year in England 
for the recovery of his health, which 
had again been much impaired by ah 
intermittent ; after which he refumed 
his flation at Rofeau with his ufual 
ability and zeal. 

In July 1796, on the departure of 
his Excellency Governor Hamilion, 
in a very reduced ftate of health, for 
Antigua, where he foon after died}, 
the Government of the Ifland devolved 
on Mr. Maifon, as Prefideut of the 
Council, the Lieutenant-Governor (Ge- 
geral Brace) being at that time in 
England. 

The f{peech of Mr. Matfon to the 
Council and Houfe of Affembly, with 
their addreffes to him on this oecafion, 
will be found in vol. LX VII. p. 1118. 

He continued at the head of the Go- 
vernment till the arrival of the new Go- 
vernor, the Hon. Col. Andrew Coch- 
rane Johnftone, in September 1797; and 
by his very able and upright admini- 
firation of the affairs of the Colony, 
and particularly by the falutary and 
very ftriking reforms he introduced in 
the public expenditure, Mr. Matfon 
obtained the fulleft approbation of his 
Majefty’s Minifiers at home, particu- 
Aarly of his Grace the Dake of Port- 
land, as well as the moft cordial efleem 
of all ranks of people in the Colony, 
In a leiter to one of his friends in Lon- 
don at this period, he writes as follows : 

** Since the month of July 1796 
till the arrival of Governor Johnitone, 
my time and attention have been very 
bufily occupied. I have not improved 
in conftitwtion, and am become bi- 
lious and very much relaxed; bat I 
have experienced very great fgtisfa@ion 
in ending my adminifiration with the 
good wifhes of the community towards 
me; and the Legiflature of the Colony

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bas been pleafed unanimoufly to vote 
me a public acknowledgsneut of appro- 
bation of my fervices.” 

In May 1799, during the abfence of 
Colonel Jobniione, Mr. Matlon was 
again called to the government of the 
liland, and continued in that important 
poft ull Juve of the following year. 
As an honourable tefliniony of the ‘a- 
tisfadiion his conduct again produced 
in the minds of thofe who were the 
heft judges of his merits, we thal! here 
infert the following authentic document:

Soon after the return of Governor 
Johnflone to the Ifand, Mr. Matfon, 
having obtained leave of abfenee, failed 
from Dominica, in a fhip bound to Li- 
verpool, where he arrived in Oclober 
1800, wfter an abfenee from England 
of fomewhat more than feven years, 
and with a confiiwtion much impaired 
by folong a refidence in the Weft Indies. 

After his return to England, Mr, 
Mation, like the generajity of invalids 
whofe health has Suffered hom a warm 
climate, tried at different times the 
waters of Cheltenham and Bath. In 
1803 he was for {cme months refident 
at Exmouth ; and the year following 
he engaged a fmall houle at Denham 
in Bucks; but his health becoming 
werle, he was induced in the Autumn 
of that year to remove to, eet 
bec-tireet, Portinan-fquare. | His difor- 
der, which at firft appeared to be an 
affection of the bladder, now aflumed 
all the fymptoms of a decline, which 
he fupported with exemplary patience 
and relignation. He died on uefday, 
January 22, 1805; and,on the 28th 
of the fame month, bis remains were 
interred near to thofe of his eldeft 
daughter*, at Richmond in Surrey. 

By his marriage with Mary Roberta 
Harvey, one of the daughters of the 
late Richard Harvey, of Barfrifion in 
Kem, efq. he had ten children, f- 
ven of whom, (five fons and two 
daughters) with their mother, furvive 
him. His eldeft fon, Charles, is -a 
perfer of the Navy; two others, Ri- 
chard aud Henry, are Poft Captains of 
the Navy; and a fourth, John, was 
for fome time Government-Secretary 
in Dominica. 

Of the perlon of Mr. Matfon it may 
be obferved, that he was of a flender 
make, middling ftature, and well pro- 
portioned ; and that his features were 
pleafing and animated. 

OF his very able and honourable 
condué in the diflerent. fiations he 
filled in the Weft Indies, we have al- 
ready had occafion to fpeak. In pri- 
vate life, his mild and gentlemanly 
manners, his firict imegrity, and bis 
truly liberal and friendly difpofition, 
fecured to him the refpec and efleem 
of all who had the pleafure of being 
intimately acquainted with him.

In this attempt to vindicaye the cha- 
ratters of legacy-hunters, I hope I thall 
be thought difinterefied. It has not 
fal'en to my lot, and I believe it feldom 
falls to the lot of any of the family of 
Prosectors, to be enrolled among 
the nuinber of thofe who are delighted 
with the profpe& of a death-bed or 
the fight of a doneral. To what it has 
been owing that | have not yet regif- 
tered my name among thofe fons of 
hope, may pethaps ap»ear in the courfe 
of this paper, or, which will anfwer 
the fame purpofe, it may be left to 
conjeGiure. 

1 might begiv my apology for legacy- 
hunters by appealing to their antiquity, 
fince, in the opinion of fome, antiquity 
flaimps a certain degree of merit and 
celebrity on all human things; and, as 
fome praétices afford pleafure becaufe 
they are new, there are others which 
we think juftifiable becaufe they are 
old. The antient poets, as already 
mentioned, take frequent notice of Ie- 
gacy-hunters, by the names of cap- 
tores and heredipete, which, it were vo 
be wilhed, could be adopted in our 
language, as they are more’ genteel in 
found than the vile compound ufed by 
us. The Romans then, it is plain, 
had a race of legacy-hunters; and, »jf 
we were able to trace manners as eafily 

as we ean conquetts and dynafties, we 
might probably find that fome of thera 
arrived in this country with its earlieft 
conquerers, or came nore ciscuitoully 
through 
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-through the ancient nations of the 
Continent, and landed with William. 
Re this as it may, their origin is an- 
cient, and | apprehend that their prin- 
ciples are yet more ancient, althqugh 
they might not, until later times, be 
applied exaétly in the way we now find 
them.

and in greateft wint of affiflance. ‘In 
nurfing the fick ubeir fkill far exceeds 
that of pérfons who make nurting a 
trade, and whom they’ are ever ready 
to*rival in ‘all ‘the little carés ‘and at- 
tention’ neceflary in a fick room, ' 
But, in addition ‘to their fynipathy, 
we mult commemorate their humiliy. 
There are no offices fo fervile as to be 
pettesth their perfarmance, and no in- 
Conveniencies which they are‘not ready 
wee to. On fuch oecafions, their 

ffability to their inferiors, their defire 
to pleafé, and their eagemnefs to obtain 

a Evourable report, banifh all notions 
of pride and fuperiority.

Sir, 
I am very happy to find, by the 
Jetter you favoured me with, that the 
proprietors of your Salmon Fifheries fee 


the neceffity of giving them fome atten- 
tion. ‘The queries which Gen. Vaug- 
han obligingly fent to your neighbour- 
hood, with a view to alcertain the 
caufes of the decay of the fitheries, 
and to enable us more effeétually to 
point out the means of refloring them, 
are but-a part of a more extended in- 
quiry. I omitted the queries which 
relate to the enemies which falmon 
have to encounter at fea; as I am en- 
deavouring to gain information re- 
lating to thole enemies from another 
quarter; and indeed all information 
refpeGiing them will be of litle ufe, till 
we can devifé means to make the taking 
of porpoifes, dog-fith, and their other 
fea enemies, profitable to the takers of 
them. It may pollibly excite attention 
to the fubje&, if fomething like an out- 
line of the objeéts of my purfuit fhould 
be communicated to thofe who are in- 
terefted in promoting it; as, without 
the affifance of men better informed 
than mere fifhermen, I am apprehen- 
five we fhall not procure fuch proofs 
of the importance of the objet, as 
will awaken the afteniion of the Legif- 
lature to the defedis of thofe ‘laws, 
which were made for the prefervation 
of the fitheries. I find you have pub- 
lithed the queries I fent you ; I kuow 
got if you have prefaced: théim with 


any thing which would have a ten- 
dency to prove their utility. I will 
fet down what occurs to me as proper 
to that end. 

The fry of falmon go down to the 
fea with the firft fpring rains, in April 
or May; and repeated experiments 
have proved, that they endeavour on 
their return to regain their native ri- 
vers, confequently, the numbers which 
reiurn, in a great meafure, depend on 
the number which go down. 

Imon {pawn in the coldeft months, 
and (when unobftru@ed in their paf 
fage up the fireams) near ‘fprings and 
heads of rivers. 

Erecting works on rivers, as well 
for manufaéiures as grinding corn ; 
fuffering the refufe of articles difgutt- 
ing to the fith to be difcharged into 
the rivers; removing fhoals on which 
falmon fpawn; building locks to fa- 
vour navigation ; placing wears acrofs 
the fireams ; fialling rivers with nets ; 
taking the fry at mills, in the pounds 
of Jocks; and the deftru&tion of old 
and young, by poaching, have alt 
contributed to the decay of the fith- 
eries. Another circamflance is per- 
ore more fatal than all thofe which 

ave mentioned, I mean the fatal 
prejudice which prevails, that falmon 
intentionally bury their eggs in the gra- 
vel, and that none of the eggs but 
thofe fo buried hatch, It is generally 
fupppofed, that fuffering trout and 
other fith to eat all the eggs which are 
featiered on the furface, is no more de- 
trimental to falmon fifheries, than fuf- 
fering a flock of pidgeons to pick up 
all the grain which lays on the furface 
of a newly-fown corn field, they 
eating what would otherwife perith. 

Salmon make holes or pits in the 
gravel, and in thefe pits they depofit 
their eggs; but if by accident any of 
them fhould hzppen to be buried they 
never hatch. ey putrify if covered 
with the thinneft coat of wud or other 
foulnefs : to oppofe therefore the paf- 
fage of falmon to the tigher waters, 
and to fuffer-the eggs left on the fur- 
face to be devoured, muft be very pre- 

judicial to falmon fitheries. 

It is true there are feveral fpecies of 
fifh which eat little in the winter 
months ; but trout and a few other 
fpecies are equally impatient for food 
in the winter as they are in the milder 
feafons, 

Thefe fifherics can never be brought 


“to ‘their ‘utmoft degree of productive- 


_nefs, 
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refs, unlefs the falmon are fuffered in 
fufficient numbers to pals to places 
roper for fpawning, (or artificial 
Cecherien provided) and the falwon 
fuffered in quiet to {pawn, and they 
and their young proteéied till they 
reach the fea. 

It is faid 200,000 large falmon have 
been taken in a feafon in a Northern 
river. Extraordinary as this number 
may appear, yet the eggs of 20 falmon 
fkilfully placed on the fudlace of a 
fheal, not more than 30 or 40 yards 
long, and five or fix wide, (if properly 
managed) would give birth to twice 
that number. 

The laws in general for the protec- 
tion of the breed of falmon are defeAiive, 
and are itill more defeclively executed. 
Thefe laws mufi be materially alered, 
and feyerer penalties enafed ; but 
nothing of this kind can be attempted 
with any hope of fuccefs, till the fub- 
ject thall be better known, and the 
evils efiablifhed by the fulleft proof. 

The fubject has fcarcely been more 
negle¢ied as an iimportant branch. of 
teconomics, than'as a part of natural 
hiftory.. There are many fpecies of 
this genus of fith, but they have never 
yet n acourately defcribed; none 
of the writers ou the fubject can be 
relied on; accidental! variations of co- 
lour, fize, and fhape, (occafioned per- 
haps by the water or the food) haye 
given rife 10 new fpecies ; while, frou 
the fame defaliory inattention, diftina 
fpecies have beev mentioned as merely 
varieties. 

To point out the different fpecies 
which frequent each river, and to 
mark with precifiom- their fpecific dif- 
tinGions, would be an affiftance to 
{cience peculiarly acceptable. 

Fith of the eel kind,. if poffible, 
have been more negleéted than thofe 
of the falmon ; they are equally fith of 
paffage, but their habits and paffage 
are in almofi every particular the re- 
verfe of the falmon. 

There are alfo other migrating fith 
which f{pawe in the rivers, which merit 
aitention : on the whole, it is much 
to be defired, that gentlemen of im- 
proved minds and liberal difpofitions 
would employ fome of their leifure 
hours on this negleed fabject. 

If any gentlemen fheuld choofe to 
purfue the enquiry more fe'entifically, 
and to obferve the progrefs of the egg, 
I would point out how they can im- 


pregnate the egys, place them in 
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troughs confiruéted for that purpofe, 
fee how they go on till the fith comes 
out, tail foremofl, and would give 
them the drawings preper ‘or that pur- 
pofe; but I confefs | am more folici- 
tous to raile an attention to the ufeful 
part of inquiry, than to gratify idle 
curiofity.

For as the ends of joi 
furnith triglyphs in the freeze, ‘and the 
ends of {pars give the idea of denticules, 
and again the ends of principals (caMed 
cancerii) are to reprefent mutiles ; fince 
thefé timbers always hold the fame 4- 
wation’ in a firaétare; it follows that, 
when denticules are to » they 
mafi, of neceffity, be-feen in an ¢leva- 
tion above the tiam of the freeze 
wal to the thicknefs of the principals, 
whereof the ends muft be concealed. 
But our Matter avoids this incongruity 
by ineurring another; he places the 
denticules invmediately on the evina- 
tium of the freeze, a fituation appro- 
priate to the-ends of principals ; and ir 
were cqually abfard tq. imagine the/e 
funk into the freeze, or removed from 
the building, as to conceive then 
placed over the {pars.

Ali pro- 
jectures in the above entablaiure are to 
as Vitruvins orders equal io their 
height: the medjllions excepted, on 
account of their peculiar form which 
is nearly like an S igid on its face thus 
w#, its foflit decorated with the fame 
fort of leaf as that in the capital; the 
carver i¢ to thew his tafle jn the exe- 
cntion of this beautiful ofnament,

to the untkilfal arehiseéts, who neg- 
Je@ed or difdained the Grecian. fy mmes 
try taught by Vitravius. 
There's a difference of opinion con- 
gerning che transferring of -mutiles and 
denticules into the raking cornice in 
pediments ; Vitruvius Gys the antient 
Greeks were againil this practice, be- 
caufe there can be neither fpars, nor 
ends of principals, on the raking of 
imeuts ; but this argument, infound 
ic, mo be rejeéied ; for it 
too much ; fince for the fame’ caufe 
mutiles and dentieules ‘wot be ex- 
cluded in the firait cornice, in front 
and peticum of temples, for no fuch 
ends of fpars and principals have place 
there. However, though there are no — 
foch forms in pediments, the parlins 
may be iniagined to offer their ends, 
and as we are obliged to fancy the ends 
of principals, in ftrait cornices, over 
intercolumms, where none exif, fo 
may we with as much propriety muulti- 
ply ends of purlins, by unagimation, on 
the raking of the tvmpanem. Preferi 
tion, therefore, obtams not againfit 
affumption of mutiles and modijllions

AFTER the ample detail which we have 
on former occafions given of the vifits of 
our beloved Sovereign to his favourite re- 
treat at Weymouth ; though we cannot 
¢lofe our Volume without noticing the 
repetition of the Royal Progrefs, yet fuch 
is the uniform tenour of our Monarch’s 
blamelefs life, and fuch the regular uni- 
formity of his habits, that, to ayoid repe- 
tition, we fha}l be very brief. 

Their Majefties and the Princeffes left 
Windfor pn the 12th of July; dined at 
Demeze’s, Hartford-bridge ; {upped at the 
Star-inn, Andover, at 9 ; pafied through 
Sclifbury to Woodyate’s inn, where at 1 
they took tea ; went on through Blandford 
and Dorchefter, and arrived at Weymouth 
at 5, and after a fhort fleep rofeatg. Af- 
ter breakfaft, his Majefty came out of the 
Lodge, accompanied by the Duke of Cum- 
berland, in excelient health and {pirits, 
and not the worfe for the fatigues of his 
journey; in a fhort time mounted his 
horfe ; reviewed the camps ; then rode to 
the Pier-head, and viewed the improve- 
ments that have lately been made upon 
the eftate of the late Sir W. Pulteney. His 
Majefty was upwards of three hours in- 
fpetting the camp, and did not return to 
the Lodge till after 6 in the evening. The 
Queen, with three of the Princefles, went 


in a coach drawn by fix of the cream-co-

‘England to Brifiol, and Dr. Cones 


being far advanced in years, Dr. P 
quitted the metropolis, as anfayoura- 
ble both to his paternal income and 
his conftitutional timidity ; and, under 
the recommendation of Sir George Ba- 
ker and Sir William Watfon, begun 
his carcer at Blandford, without. fnter- 
meddling io the common convivialities 
and goffipings of the place, or the e3- 
bals of his medical brethren, and was 
not long in efiablifhing that degree of 
reputation which oveceflazily brings 
with it pecuniaty affluence. In 1779 
he married Mils Elizabeth Galion, of 
Blandford, a lady whole difpofition 
and attainments comprehended every 
iapiee to iy durability of happinefs 
to his d ic life; and, though this 
union never placed him in the fireua- 
tion of a parent, he experienced, in an 
amiable relation of Mrs. P. (during the 
latter part of his life), the affeGions\e 
attieations of a danghter. He made 
‘ himfelf 
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himfelf completely matter of the wri- 
tings of sf ey hn « Genes View” 
of which was out of print in four 
and which was tranflated into. 
by M. Millin de Grandmai- 
fon, with additional notes. ‘The Royal 
Academy of Stockholm prefented him 
with two medals ftruck in honour of 
nzus, one by the command of the 
King of Sweden, the other at the ex- 
pence of Count ‘Teffin, boi engraved 
ity this Life of Linnzus by Mr. Bafire, 
in his beft manner. His next publica- 
tion was ‘* Hiltorical and Biographical 
Sketches of the Progrefs of Botany in 
_— from ius Origin to the Intro- 
duction of the Linnzan Syfiem,” 2 
vols. 8vo, 1790, iptended to be prefa- 
tory to a defcriptive Catalogue of Eng- 
lith Plants, or rither to an ablreviaied 
Flora, as the original MS. is intituled, 
which would have recorded the firf 
lifcoveries of every plant. He furnifh- 
ed botanical materials to Dr. Aikin's 
Engtand Delineated, Mr. . Nichols’s 
Leicefterfhire, and the new edition of 
Mr: Hutchins’s Dorfethhire ; and his 
arrangement was agreeable to the alte- 
rations of the Linnean fyftcm, intro- 
daced by Thanbetg and Hedwig. In 
Dorfet’ the confervaiories of the late 
Henry Portman, Ef. of Bryanfion, and 
the nurfery-garden of the late Mr. King- 
fion, of Blandford, at that time very 
rich in exoticks, were a nevér-failing 
fource of amalement to him ; as were 
alfo the cabinets of natural corioGties 
formed by the late Henry Sevmes, 
Efq. of Hanford, Mr. Knight, of An- 
derfton, and the Rev. Thomas Rackeit, 
of Spetifbury. There were ve bota- 
nifis of any repate in his owa county 
who did not confalt him on the fab- 
jet of his labours. In the “ Botany 
of New Holland” Dr. Smith paid him 
the compliment of naming a genus of 
plants Pultencia®, in the 12th plate of 
that work, and in Curtis's Mag. 475. 
He devoted his attention to the 7¢//a- 
eea; and fame of the moft diflinguif)- 
ed colleGtors of thells, particularly the 
Duchefs of Portland aad Mr. Seymer, 
confulted ‘him on the fabjeA, and 
made him handfome pote, Nor 
did ‘he fail to diftinguith himfelf by 
sblieations of a medical nature in the 
Philofophical and Medical Tranfac- 
tidus.

In his drefs there was 
fome fingularity, for he never relin- 
qutthed the profeflional cofume that 
was general when he was a young 
man, Yet this was uot from any fort 
of affectation, nor from any abfurd at- 
tachment to antiquated formality, but 
partly from the effect of habit, and 
partly, perhaps, from conceiving that 
exterior appearance ought to corre- 
fpond with ferioufnefs and importance 
of charaéter. The portrait prefixed to 
thefe memoirs is accurately engraved 
by P. Roberts, from an original paint- 
ing, by T. Beach, in the poffeffion of 
Mrs, p, which has been univeriall 
confidered as a firiking likenels.” A 
fhorter life of the Doétor, by Mr. Ni- 
chols, is to be found in his Hiftory of 
Leicetlerfhire, under the place of his 
nativity, vol. IIT. part If. p. 248, with 
another portrait of him by the fame 
painter, engraved by Bafire.

various perions, crowding, with anxiety, 
to have the fatisfaction of thinking that 
they had been among the firft to pafs 
the Aquéduét. As foon as the firft Barge 
entered the caft-iron water-way, which 15 
126 feet above the level of ghe river Dee, 
the Artillery Company of the Shropthire 
Volunteers fired 16 rounds, from two 
brafs ficld-pieces, which "were taken at 
Seringapatam, and prefented to that regi- 
ment by the Earl of Powis, In the in- 
tervals of the difcharge from the guns, 
the proceffion received the repeated accla- 
mations of the numerous workmen, and 
prodigious concourfe of fpeétators, As 
the barges entered the bafon on the North 
end of the Aqueduét, five waggons, drawn 
by one horfe, and containing two tons of 
coal cach, the produce of Mr, Haziedine’s 
collieries at Plas-Kynafton, were brought 
along the iron railway, and depofited 
upon the wharf, in order to their being 
(with more, which had been previoufly 
brought there) loaded into two boats, 
which had followed the proceffion for 
this purpofe. The company from the 
barges landed, and the Earl of Bridgwa- 
ter, as Chairman of the Committee, con- 
duéted the ladies and their friends toa 
houfe belonging to the Company, where 
they partook of a cold collation ; after 
which, Mr. Hunt, of Borcatton, one, of 
the Committee, delivered. an eloquent 
and . imprefiive oration, explaining the 
origin and obje&: of this work, and draw- 
ing a comparifon between this and the 
antient amd modern aqueduéts, The 
company went back. to their barges, and 
the procefiion reused in the tame order 
as. it came, The two boats laden with 
coals followed the procettion, the firft 
having a handfome flag, thus inferibed : 

“This is the fir trading-boat which 
patléd the great Aquedudét of Pontcytyle, 
loaded from Plas-Kynafton Collieries, ou 
the 2fth day of November, 1805.” 

The difcharge from the guns, as the pro- 
ceffion returned, the plaudits of the ipec- 
tators (calculated at full g000), the mar- 
tial mufic, the echo reverbesating from 
the mountains, magnified the enchanting 

feene ; 
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fcene; and the countenance of every one 
prefent Defpoke the fatisfaétion with which 
they cdntemplated this very ufeful and 
work. From the Aquedué, 

the Committee and their friends proceeded 
to the Inn at Ellefmere, where upwards 
of fifty gentlemen, with a number of 
their réefpe&table tenants, who had 
beem invited, fat down to a fumptuous 
dinner, with the Earl of Bridgwater as 
Chairman ; and, after much loyalty and 
conviviality, on his Lordfhip’s retiring, 
his health was immediatcly given, not 
only as Chairman of the Committee and 
Meeting, but as Lord of the extenfive and 
rich manor which gives the name to this 
Canal ; as a worthy fucceffor to the Father 
of Britifh Canals, and as an aCtive pro- 
moter of the improvements in the Agri- 
culture, Commerce, and Manufactures of 
Great Britain. ‘That every peffon might 
be apprized of tHe dimenfions and magni- 
tude of this work, a card was diftributed, 
previous to the firft paffing the Aqueduét,

Dec. 5. The new church at Dodington, 
co, Gloucefter, built at the fole expences 
of C, Codrington, efq. M. P. (whofe mag- 
nificent feat it adjoins) was confeerared by 
the Bp. of Bath and Wells, for the 
Bp. of Gloucefter ; an t difcourfe 
was delivered by the Rev. Mr. 5 as the 
re€tor. The church is a moft elegant 
ftru€ture, in the Grecian Order. It cons 
fifts of a dome and four ailes; the walls 
roprefent rich palfry, verd antique mar- 
bles, with rich mouldings in bronze, ‘&o.. 
in the four argles under the dome are as 
many immenfg: fluted columns, of entire 
blocks. ‘The pavement under the dome:

P.91. By the death of John Clarke, efq, 
of Welton-place, a very extenfive circle, 
or; it may rather and juftly be faid, the 
coreenty at large, have fuftained a lofg 
which will be long and deeply felt. 1 
the early part of life this gentleman had 
mixed among the gayer fcenes of the Me- 
tropolis, and had been diftinguithed in its 

litef circles; but for the laft 30 years 

eldom vifited it, refiding wholly on his 
eftate in Northamptonfhire, where he 
lived, not fot himfeif alone, but fot 
others, an example worthy of imitation, 
employing his fortune, his time, and th¢ 
powers of his very enlightened and capa- 
cious mind for the benefit of all around 
him. Asa magiftrate, his condu&, guided 
by the mot confummate knowledge of 
the laws, and dictated by unbiaffed inte- 
grity, and a fpirit of true philanthropy, 
drew upon him the admiration and ble#i- 
ings of all ranks, and would alone have 
placed him high in the geseral eflima- 
tion ; but it is not in this chara¢ter alone 
we muft contemplate him. Asa deputy- 
lieutenant, as the commander of a volun- 
teer corps, and in each one of the nume- 
sous public offices he held, the fuperier 
ability and unremitting zeal with which 
he difcharged its duties may have been 
equaled, but never yet excelled. Firm, 
indefatigable, end intrepid, as the times 
became mort momentous, and the afpeét 
of public affairs more ferious and alarm- 
ing, a true lover of his Country, he de- 
voted himfelf wholly to her, renouncing 
every other purfuit, even the relaxation 
neceffary for health; much is it to be 
feared, that, in the meridian of his days, 
his valuable life became a facrifice to too 
clefe application to public bufinefs. Good 
in his private charaftcr, as great in his 
public one, no man could be move re- 
fpefted or beloved. An affeStionate buf- 
band to the beft and moft amiable of 
wives; the beft of fathers; an indulgent 
mafter; a kind and liberal landlord; an 
able advifer, and fincere friend. His lat- 
ter moments well accorded with all the 
Preceding ones. Calm, compofed, with 
ftrength of mind unabated at that aweful 
period, he made every neceflary regulation 
and arrangement; rapid and fudden was 
the approach of death; but a life like his, 
dignified with every virtue, had prepared 
and enabled him'to meet it with the ut- 
moft Chriftian refignation and fortitude. 

P. 1973. The late Rev. Mr. Evanfon was 
born of refpectable parents, at Warring- 
ton, co. Lancafter, April 21, 1731; but 
very foon after this, the family left the 
town and county. At feven years of age 
he was taken under the immediate care 
and proteétion of his father’s cldeft bro- 
ther, then, aud for more than 4@ years af- 

werwards, 
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tetwards, vicar of Mitcham, in Surrey. 
From him he received his whole fchool 
education, and made fuch rapid progrefs 
in his claffical learning as indueed his 
uncle to enter him at Ensnenel college, 
Cambridge, under the tuition of Mr. 
Hubbard, at the carly age of 14. Here 
he profecuted his ftudies with f much 
vigour and fuccefs that he attained diftin- 
guifhed honours when he took the degree 
of B.A. Soon after he had taken his de- 
gree he returned to Mitcham, and became 
his uncle’s affiftant in the educatjon of 
pupils. In connexion with this new em- 

ployment he took every opportunity of 
profecuting, his own ftudies, and at the 
ufaal period he returned ta Cambidge, 
and took his fecond degree of M.A. At 
@ proper age he was ordained, and ferved 
the church at Mitcham as curate to his 
uncle. Here he remained feveral years, 
as afliftant in the church and in the 
fchool, which he did from a principle of 
duty and gratitude for his uncle's atten- 
tion to his own education, although he 
had, during that period, fome offers of 
preferment by which his fituation would 
have been materially benefited. In 1768 
he obtained the vicarage of South Mims, 
near Barnet, and refided in the vicarage- 
houfe about two years, when, through the 
jntereft of John Dodd, efq. M.P. for Read- 
ing, with Lord Camden, then lord chan- 
cellor, he was prefented to the rectory 
of Tewkefbury. In conjunétion with this 
Mr. E. held the vicarage of Longdon, a 
village in Worcefterfhire, about five miles 
diftant from Tewkefbury, for which he 
exchanged that of South Mims. Mr. E. 
was not contented with inveftigating the 
principles of truth for his own fatisfac- 
tion; he was, through a long life, eager 
to diffeminate them, and to conform, in 
all refpe&ts, his own practice to the unde- 
viating rule of re€titude. When, therc- 
fore, he perceived the of . the 
Liturgy. inconfiftent with that of his 
Bible, he took the liberty of changing 
fome phrafes, and omitting others, in the 
Church fervice, which he could not him- 
felf confcientioufly ufe. For this, and on 
account of certain truths uttered by him 
in his difgourfes from the pulpit, and 
which were unwelcome to fome part of 
the congregation, a long profecution was 
inftituted azainft him. Mr. Evanfor ha- 
ying accidentally chofen the de&rine of 
the refurrcction, as taught im the firft 
Epifile to the Cerinthians, for the fub- 
je& of his Eafter fermon, in 1771, he, 
according to his ufual cuftom, paid a 
particular attention to the ghapter from 
whith his text was to be feleéted, and 
was very much aftonifhed with obferving, 
that, inflead of teaching that mankind 
are to rife to a future life with the fame 
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bodies in which they die, the fole and 
obvious {cope of St. Paul’s argument is to 

that we hall rife with veny different 

, and to convince us of the neceffity 
of that difference. From that time he 
exchanged the word “* body” for “dead”* 


in the * Creed. The fermon which, 
he preached: on this occafion gave confi- 
derable offence to a part of the congrega- 
tion, who had not been aceuftomed. to 
hear that their ** Lord and Mafter Jefus 
Chrift was truly and literally a man, of 
the fame nature, and having the fame 
kind of foul and body, with which the 
firft Adam was created.” More than twe 
years after the fermon had been delivered 
from. the pulpit, a profecution was com- 
menced againft the author, which was 
carried on for 2 long time, at a confidera- 
ble expence to the profecutors as well! as 
Mz..E,. Kor the latter, Rowever, a fub- 
feription was inftantly fet on foot. by fome 
of the principal inhabitants of the town, 
who affembled a numesous meeting on 
the occafion, and pafftd refolutions de~ 
claratory of their unarliimous  abborrence 
of the profecution, and‘determimation of 
fupporting Mr. E. under it. ‘To this Mr. 
E. referred in a letter to the Bithop of 
Worcefter, publithed in 1777, in which 
he fays, “* The prefecution, after a vaft 
profafion of expence, was quafhed om ac- 
count of fome very irregular proceedings. 
on the part of the profecutors, and fo 
ended in what, at common law, is called 
a nonfuit.” In 1778 Mr. B. publithed 
the fermon which had given offence, with 
an epiftle dedicatory, containing remarks 
upon ‘*A Narrative of the Progref$ of the 
Profecution,” which had been publithed 
by the Town-clerk, To the fermon was 
prefixed a folemn affidavit that it contain- 
ed the whole of what had’ Been preached 
by him on. Eafter-day, 1771. As foon, 
almoft, as Mr. E. began to entertain fe- 
rious doubts upon the doGrine of the Tri- 
nity, he wrote a letter to the Archbifhop 
of Canterbury, ftating the rife of his firft 
fcruples, with the grounds of them, re- 
quefiing of his Grace to favour him, by 
Means of his fecretary, with any fatisfac- 
tory information in his power, as might 
affitt in removing thofe doubts, and ena- 
ble him to remain conftientioufly in his 
Office as a minifter of. the Gofpel, te 
which he was not only, at that time, very 
much, attached by inclination, but he bad 
many other urgent motives: for fo doing, 
and particularly from the well-founde? 
eapettations of powerful intereft for his 
promotion in the church. ‘To that letter 
no anfwer was ever returned; nor indeed 
could it have been expeded it ever thould. 
Till the year 1775 Mr. £. continued, in 


conjunétion witht a curate, to waders the 
Church fervice alternately at Tewkefbury 
and 
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and Longdon. He then ‘eft his curate to 
fupply at Tewkefbury, and went to refide at 
where he continued to perform 
Spacengugution ot Leugon foe dele s- 
the jon at eir 
mifter was fo great, and their efteem for 
his virtues —- that they — 
jingly have im among them, per- 
gaitting him to make, as he had beon ac- 
any alterations in the Church 
fervice that his own views of the fubjeé 
might Mave di€tated. He, however, re- 
figned both his livings, and returned again 
to Mittham, where he undertook the edu- 
cation of a few pupils. In 1773 Mr. E. 
publithed, without his name, a traét inti- 
tuled “The Doéitrines of a Trinity, and 
the Incarnation of God, examined upon 
the Principles of Reafen and Common 
Senfe ; with a prefatory 
King, as firft of the Three Legiflative Ef 
tates of this Kingdom.” During Mr. E's 
sefidence at Mitcham, the education of 
feveral young men of very refpeétable fa- 
milies was entrufted to his care; among 
thofe was the grandfon of Ld. Bute. This 
amiable who died at an early pe- 
riod, was fo mpch attached to his tutor, 
and felt fo ftrongly the obligations which 
he was under for the affeCtionate care ta- 
ken in forming his mind to the principles 
ef virtue and found learning, that, on his 
dying-bed, he requefted his father to tef- 
tify his fenfe of the kindnefs fhewn to him 
by fome fubftantial mark of his regards. 
With this Col. Evelyn-James Stuart wil- 
lingly complied, and, when he found that 
he could be of no ée:vice to Mr. ne ad- 
vancing him ¢o any preferment under Go- 
vernment, the readily granted bim an an- 
nuity for his life, which was regularly 
id to his death. In 1777 Mr. E. pub- 
ithed “A Letter to Dr. Hurd, Bithop of 
Worcefter, wherein ~~ ne of 
the Prophecies of the New Teftament, 
and the Natere of the Grand Apoftacy 
prediéted in them, are particularly and 
impartially confidered.”” The obje& of 
this pamphlet was, te prove that every 
Eftablithed Church in Chriftendem, from 
the fourth century to our own times, has 
deen built upon oae-and the fame orthe- 
dox foundation, and hath adepted the very 
fame primary effential articles of religioys 
doétrine and belief; and that, cither they 
have all apoftatized from the true Chrif- 
tian faith, according to the tenor of the 
prophecies, or no duch apoftacy has hap- 


pened. In other words, either the Chrif- 


tian revelation is not true, or the religion 
of every Orthodox Church -in Europe is 
fabulous and falfe. In July 1786, Mr.E. 
~married. Dorothy the fecond daughter of 
the late Mr. Robert Alchorne, many years 
ene of the moft refpetable inhabitants of 
the Old Jewry. The next fubjeé&t which 
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Mr. E. undertook to difcufs in the way of 
controverfy was the Sabbatical obfervance 
of Sunday, by a ceffation from all labour. 
In feveral papers in the ‘* Theological Re- 
pofitory,,” vol. V. he attempted to prove, 
not only that no paflages of the Holy 
Scriptare can be produced which recom- 
mend to Chrittians the keeping of the firft 
day of the week facred ; but that there are 
others which exprefily teach us that the 
Gofpel does not require of its difciples 
any fuch ebfervance ; that it was ordain- 
ed folely by the interpofition of the Civil 
Power in the reign of Conftantine; and 
that it naturally leads the labouring orders 
of the people into diffipation and intem- 
perance. The arguments of Mr, E. ex- 
cited confiderable oppofition from Dr. 
Prieftley and others; but Mr. E. felt him- 
felf fo ftrong on the greund that he had 
taken, that he colle&ted, in 1792, the 
whole controverly, and publifhed it in a 
feparate tract, with an additional letter 
on the fubje& to Dr. Prieftley. The opi- 
nions advanced by Mr. E. made him many 
enemies. Becaufe he contended that the 
modern £,bbath was not of divine origin, 
the generality of readers, and fome of his 
own neighbours, concluded tnat he was a 
man devoid of all religion, and rejeéted 
the worthip of the Deity as of no account; 
whereas, at Mitcham, in Surrey, and in 
other places of his refidence, he was ac- 
cuftemed to have worfhip in his family 
on the Sunday, making ufe of Dr. Clarke's 
coformed Liturgy, with fome alterations 
ef his owns and, whenever he had any 
vifiters, he adminiftered the Lord's Sup- 
ger, which he confidered as the fole 
Chriftian rite, and always to be adminif- 
tered when a number of the profefiors of 
the seligion of Jefus met for focial wor- 
thip, Mr. E. in the fame year, 1792, 
publithed a {mall ofavo volume, intitu- 
led, ‘* The Diffonance of the Four gene- 
rally-reccived Evangelifts, and the Evi- 
dence of their Authenticity examined.” 
In this work the author undertakes tw 
fhew that a confiderable part of the New 
Teftament is a forgery, and has no claims 
whatever to the title of infpired writin; . 
Qf this kind, be maintains, are the Got- 
pels of Matthew, Mark, and John; the 
Epiftles to the Romans, Ephefians, Co- 
lofiians, and the Hebrews; the Epifties 
of James, Peter, John, and Jude; and in 
the Book of Revelation, the Epiftles to 
the Seven Churches of Afia. Mr. E. is 
fatisfied with one Gofpel, and part of the 
Epiftles ; and he maintains that StALuke’s 
hiftory implies that neither Matthew nor 
any other apoftle could have publifhed 
any hittory previoufly to his own. In this 
Gofpel, however, as well as in the Aéts, 
our author is perfuaded that there are 
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\manifeft interpolations *. Within a few 
“years aficr the publication of the ‘* Diffo- 
nance,” a pamphlet was put into his hand, 
Avritten by a Diffenting-minifter, who en- 
eavoured to prove that a perfon difbe- 
lieving the Chriftian miracles might, ae- 
-verthelefs, confiftently be, and continue, 
a teacher of Chriftianity. To this Mr. B. 
weplied, ‘‘As Mr. profeffes his dif- 
belief of the miracles of Chriftianity, the 
greateft and moft important of which is 





the refurreétion of Chrift, a very fall. 


though concife anfwer to his letter might 
be given by the Society of profefied Chrif- 
tiars at » in the words of a pub- 
ic inftruétor of Chriftian focieties of old 
times, who profefied himfelf to fpeak 
only ‘ the werds of truth and fobernets,’ 
and who recommended the free ufe of 
reafon and the underfianding as ftrongly 
as Mr. M Anfwer, ‘ If Chrift is 
not rifen, then is your preaching vain, 
and our faith is vain.’ 1} Cor. xv.14. *We 
as Chriftians muft not be unequally yoked 
together with unbelievers; for what com- 
manion hath light with darknefs? and 
what part hath he that beli¢v. h with an 
infidel 2? 2 Cor. vi. 14, &c.” In 1802 
Mr. E, publithed a tra¢t, intituled ‘* Re- 
fle€tions upon the State of Religion in 
Chriftendom, &c. at the Commencement 
of the XIXth Century of the Chriftian 








-#Era.” This work, which is, in fa&t, an 


attempt to explain and illuftrate the pro- 
phecies of the Book of Revelation, was 
eftcemed by the author as the moft im- 
portant of all his publications, In his 
awn explanation of the prophecies Mr. E. 
felt very confident; and from this he an- 
ticipated that the moft important eyents 
will take place in the Chriftian world in 
little. more than half accntury. Mr. E. 
completed, previoufly to his death, ** Se- 
cond ‘Thoughts on the Trinity," in a let- 


-ter addrefied to the Bithop of Gloucefter. 


This publication was avowedly an anfwer. 
to his Lordthip's Defence of the Doétrine 
of the Trinity ; and it contains not only a 
reply to ine learned Prelate’s arguments, 
but a juftcfication of many of his own 


-Opinions and theories, advanced in his 


former works. He tells his friend that he 
is on the road to Brifiol, on account of a 
ferious complaint which demandeéd the 
aid of the beft medical and furgical ad- 
vice. Within a fortnight of this period 
he writes, that the ftateof his health, in- 
fiead of being generally amended, is be- 
come much worfe, and hie is refolved to

quit Clifton. In confequence, however, 
of fome flight benefit which he felt from 
his medicines, he fubmsitted to a furgical 
operation April 2eth. About'the end of 
the month of June he had che fatisfaction 
of fending to his friends copies of his an- 
{wer to the Bifhop of Gloucefier; but in 
the fhort note that accompanied one of 
them there were evident marks of its ha~ 
ving been written witha feeble hand; 
and in three weeks after, by the pen of 
Mrs. Evanfon, he announces to his friend 


the melancholy information of a paralytic 


feizure. This, which at firfi was but 
flight, gradually increated, till it sermina- 
ted his valuable life, Sept, 25, 1805. At 
the age of 74, even on the day before his 
death, he was able to take a fhort ride in 
his carriage, to which he walked by. only 
leaning on an arm ; in the evening of the 
fame day he appeared in excellent ipirits, 
and departed about five o’clock in the 
morning, in the apparent calm compo- 
fure of eommon {leep. 

P.1175. The death of John Oldirg, 
efq. banker, of Freeman’s-court, Cornhill, 
aged 60, was the peaceful termination of 
an arduous ftruggle with almoft habitual 
difeafe for many of his laft years, and the 
clofe of a life of uncommon ufefulnefs 
and virtue. His charaéter, though fhaded 
by his habits of retirement, and m icfelf 
not marked by thofe qualities which lead 
to general fame and diftinétion, was yet 
pre-eminent, in the circle of his con- 
nexions, for every thing which renders a 
man eftimabie in his family and in fo- 
ciety. In the one, he was the centre of 
domeftic order, affe€tion, and happinets ; 
in the other, his memory will be cherith- . 
ed with high réfpe& and pleafure by the 
few who enjvyed bis acqeaintance, and 
with grateful recollection by the many 
who partook of his extenfive beneficence. 
He poficfied confiderable powers of con- 
verfation, and excelled in the art of giving 
to it a profitable dire€tion, without viola- 
ting the feelings, or swakening the preju- 
dives, of thofe who were not prepared for 
fuch a bias. He was the fon of the late 
Rev. John Olding, of Deptford, ‘and was 
born in the city of Gloucefter, on the 18th 
of November (O.S.) 1745. His early edu- 
cation, borh at fchool and in bufirefs, he 
receivéd under the late well-known Mr. 
Fuller; ence a fchoolmatter, and after- 
wards a banker in Lombard-ftreet ; into 
his office he was introduced when a vety 


“young man; and afterwards, in the«yeay 


171, went jnto that of the kre Mr. 
Welch, upen his feparating from Mr. 
Fuller, and eftablithing the boufe ‘in 
Cornhill, into which Mr. O. was forme 
time after received as a partner, and con- 


tinued fo till his death. -Bistemains were 


-jntersed im the family burying-plece, = 
ef 
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oder the Diffenters meeting-houfe in Butt- 
-lane, Deptford; on which occafion an 
sappropriate funcral fervice was given, 
“with much affeétion, by his long-efteem- 
ed friend the Rev, Samue!

“Hackney. He was three times married, 


-and has left a widow ; alfo four furviving 
children by his fecond wife. Whilft they 
cherifh their father’s memory with filial 
feverence and affeétion, may they copy 
his example, and enjoy an equal portion 
of the efteem in which he was held by

The latter he 
offered as a tribute of gallantry to fome 
greén-room goddefs, of whom he was at 
that time enamoured. He continued to 
wear the fock and bufkin as the neceffi- 
ties of the various companies to which he 
belonged for many years might require; 
and his attachment to tragic charaGters,

The charaéter, however, that con- 
firmed the reputation of King was Lord 
Ogleby, which was chiefly inftrumenial 
in giving popularity te one of the beft- 
writzen modern comedies of the Englith 
ftage. Woodward ventured to try this 
chasaéter after him, but could not wreft 
the palm from King in the epinioi of the 
publick, though many excellent judges 
of the time faid that Woodward difpiayed 
tote of the real old noblehan than his 
more popular predeceffor. It is by no 
means neceffary to enter into a detail of 
King’s merits as an aétor, fince they are 
fo well known to the world at lange. Ik 
may, however, be faid, that, in dry, far- 
caftic humour no man could do more juf- 
tice to his author. Was acquainted 
with human life, an® always founded his 
aéting upon what he faw of original cha- 
raéters. When he had once determined 
wpen the manner in which he thould 
perform a part, he eves deviated, 
in the flighteft degree, from his original 
reprefentation of it. Every look and every 
farug were the fame; hence, though his 
judgment and precifion were admired, a 
Iuxuriance. and variety were wanting, 
Which might have rendered inferior ta- 
Tents more pleafing. Im privase life he 
was intelligent, entertaining, and refpeAt- 
able. tHe had an imexhauftible Mare of 
anecdotes, not merely of the theatcical 
kind, and he was always willing to relate 
them, -upon the flighceft intimation, for 
the gratification of his friends, though he 
never vainly or impartunately forced them 
imto notice. He particularly excelled in 
ftory-telling, and gawe a lively perception 
of every chara&ter he introduced by his 
powers of mimicry. His fate bolds outa 
melancholy warning to all who engage in 
Bis precarious profeffion. The fair profits 
Of his induftry and talents, fupparted by 
very refpectable and exiculive connexions, 
would always have enabied him to,main- 
tain a good figure in life; but, unhappily, 
an unfortunate devotion to the gemiog- 
table marred all his fair profpeés. After 
@ very fuccelsful night at play, he once 
hafttily returned home, and im the moft 
folemn manner .expreMfed his, determina- 
tion never co plunge imco the ruinous yor- 
tex of gaming any more. He kept. his ce- 
folution for many yeas, and was able to 
fupport a houfe in town, another at 
Hampton, and to enjoy the convenience 
of a carriage, us well as the power of re- 
Ceiving a numerous train of friends with 
& Uberal hofpitality. But, alas! in a fatal 
moment he ventured to the gagingstable 
again, and in one‘ night lof& all that he 


had been faving for many years, not, 
however, without a fufpicion that his fuc-. 
cefsful competitor had profited. by other 
means as well as thofe of ikill and the 
favour of fortune. From that period 
King’s life has been clouded by embar-, 
tafiments, and though age and infirmity 
indused him to quit the fiage, his fituae. 
tion demanded a continuance of his pro- 
feffiona] labour. . Mr. K. married, many 
ago, a lady who belonged to Deury- 
ne theatre, and who has uniformly “4 
ed the part of an affcétionate wife and @ 
good woman.--At two o'clock in the afs 
ternoon of the 20th inftant his remains 
were removed for interment in the vault 
of St. Paul's, Covent-garden, conveyed in 
a hearfe with fout horfes, feathers, vel. 
vets, &c. and followed by five mourni 
coaches and four, with the ufual attend- 
ants. The mourners were, in the firftt 
coach, Meffieurs King, Blifs, Dence, and
